The Position in Palestine. 

Ir was stated in yesterday's Jewish World that Sir HERBERT 
SAMUEL iscoming to England” with an open mind” astohis continuing 
to bear the heavy responsibility of Iligh Commissioner in Palestine. 
No ove will be surprised to learn that Sir HERBERT feels it neces- 
sary to have an end put to the present state of affairs, sofar as he 
is concerned. With his administration of Palestine, from the 
Jewish point of view particularly, we have not found ourselves in 
agreement, and for reasons we have more than once explained. But 
there is no gainsaying the fact that he is striving to carry out 
the stated policy of the Government with meticulous care, and 
hia endeavours to render the Arab population amenable to 
British rule have been constant and zealous. He finds, how- 
ever, that the Arabs are continually encouraged and incited 
to revolt against the administration Sik NHeRBERT is carrying 
on, as representative of the King, by certain persons and 
certain organs of public opinion in this country. The purpose 
of the Arabs is, as we have all along insisted, to get rid of 
British rule. not so much because they themselves object to it, as 
to help fulfil the machinations of others who are bent on dealing a 
blow at the prestige of Great Britain. In thus serv ing the enemies 
of the country, the Arabs do not hesitate to exploit the Zionist 
Movement, while politicians in England are equally prone to 
do so, either with a desire to gain public opinion to their view 
of the relations which should subsist between this country and 
Palestine, or with a wish to propagate il-feeling against our people. 
There is only one means whereby this outrageous propaganda can be 
overcome, or at least its effects nullified. That is by adeclaration on 
the part of the Government, supporting Sir Hersert SAMUEL in his 
difficult work and re- asseverating Zionist policy in Palestine. This 
apparently is what Sie Herbert is determined upon obtaining, if 
he is to continue bearing the very onerous burden now placed upon 
him,

The Hussein Treaty. 


We cannot think that the Treaty which is being negotiated 
between Great Britain an 1 King Hvussern will tend to make easier 
British administration in Palestine, or not a great deal more difficul 
the formation ofaJewish National Home there. We publish in another 
column what the Palestine Weekly describes as an official résumé 
of the Treaty. This, in itself, is a most questionable pro- 
ceeding. Not a line of the Treaty has been communicated 
by the Government here te the public. When certain portions of the 
document were published in Egypt, we ourselves applied to the 
Government for the text of it. After being referred to more than one 
Department in more than one Government Office, we were met with 
a blank refusal and astonishment at the bare idea of the Government 
making public a Treaty that was still under negotiation. Yel 
in Palestine an official réswmé can be printed by our contemporary | 
What thus comes to light is not encouraging. The manne 
in which Iraq and Transjordan are bracketed with Palestine 
as Arab countries goes to show the nature of Palestine ir 
the future, as contemplated in this document. There ie 
a good deal more than an arrangement for a_ kind olf 
Zoliverein between Palestine and the Arab countries, such as Sir 
HERBERT SAMUEL explained was the object of the Treaty. The 
tendency of all the clauses given in the official résumé is indubitably 
in the direction of making of Palestine an Arab country. If an Arab 
country it be, then, although a Jewish National Home (of a sort) is, 
pari passu, conceivable, a Jewish Palestine is ruled ont. How fag 
asunder from the Balfour Declaration and from the Manda‘e, under 
which Great Britain administers the country, all this is, the least 
examination of the various documents will show, The Arabs, it is 
stated, have decided not to concur in the Treats, but to borcott 
the British Government, as they have determined to borcott 
the Jews. Their action is ridiculous beyond all words, unless their 
intention is to make a holocaust of the Jews at present in Palestine, 
and bang, bolt, and bar the door of the country against any Jews 
who may desire therein to enter. Does anyone suppose that Great 
Britain is going to allow anything of the kind, or that the Powers 
represented at the League of Nations will stand by, while a funeral 
pyre is made of the Jewis!. Community in Palestine. so dear 
to the Churchill Statement? Does. anvrone suppose that tha ~ 
influence of this country among the Moharnmedan populations which 
she governs would be worth ten minutes’ purchase if she allowed 
such an infamy? Or that the League of Nations would stand as 
anything but a ghastly mockery in the eves of all the world. if it 
passively concurred in this crowning outrage upon our people? 
But short of that, what purpose can the agitation on the part of the 
Arabs in Palestine, or the encouragement by their friends in England, 
really serve? Great Britain, as Mr. HERBERT SIDEROTHAN in an 
article in last Sunday's leferee, which we reprint in full on another 
and so clearlv, has definite interests in 
Palestine and definite interests, too, in the success of the Zionist 
Movement there. Surely the time has come when a firmer hand 
should be applied to Aral) discontent, to the intrigues on the part of 
this countrys foes who are utilising the discontent to subserve 
their enmity to Great Britain, aud a firmer attitude, too, regarding 
the agitation carried on against Great Britain's policy in certain 
quarters in this country. This, if the information to which we 
refer is correct, is what Sir HERBERT SAMUEL proposes to demand, 


aud we are conyinced that the best opinion in England will be with 
him. 


The Deputies. 


It is gratifying to find that the vote of censure proposed upon 


the President at last Sunday's meeting of the Deputies was lost by 
the large majority that voted against it, although at the same time 


we are by no means sorry that it was proposed. We think, as we 
have already said, Mr. HENRIQUES was wrong in ruling that he could 
adjourn the taking of an amendment as a substantive resolu- 
tion over to another meeting. We hope that the comparatively 
large number who voted for the resolution of censure will 
form some indication to Mr. Henrigves of the error into 
which he was led. We are equally pleased that the 
proposal to strike out the word “the” before * Ecclesiastical 


Authorities" in the proposed proviso to the Slaughter of Animals 
(Continued on nert page). 
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Bill was lost. The amendment would have reduced the whole 
proviso to nonsense, if not nullity. It would have allowed any 
person calling himself a Rabbi, or who had had that title 
conferred upon him in what circumstances soever, to license 
persons for slaughtering animals according to the Jewish method. 
Surely nothing would be more likely to lead to scandalous results. 
It may become necessary, however, to extend very considerably tbe 
personnel of the present Ecclesiastical Authorities, 80 as to include 
representatives of sections of the community that do not at present 
find voice in that body. But that isa totally different thing from 
allowing any person holding or claiming to hold some title which 
enables him to be deemed an “ Ecclesiastical Authority,’ to license 
for the purposes of Shechita. 


The Chief Rabbi and the Chazanim. 


THE reply which the CHirr Raper has sent to the letter of 
protest addressed to him by the Chazanim against their exclusion 
from the proposed Preachers’ Conference does not strike us as a 
happy effort. The tone pervading it is not such as is calculated to 
assuage ruffled feelings, though the Chazanim will be quick to 
perceive in it an indication of Dr. Hertz’s earnest desire to 
cover what many of the Preachers themselves now see 
was a blunder, rather than any wish to dissemble bis 
love for the Readers. It is, however, the matter much more 
than the manner of the CHIEF RABBI's letter that seems to us 80 
open to exception. For Dr. HERTZ misses the whole point of the 
objection that has been raised to the course taken by the Preachers. 
No one contests their rizht to confer,iftheyso desire. Even the three 
tailors of Tooley Street took up an unassailable position, so far as right 
(of a sort) was concerned, when they denominated themselves “We,the 


people of England.” But they would scarcely be quoted as paragons | 


of wisdom or as manifesting a very accurate sense of actualities. 
The fact is that a certain number of Ministers propose to hold a 
Conference on matters in which the whole of the Ministry ought to 
be concerned, and they are confining it to Ministers who preach and 
refusing to consult with Ministers who read. The analogy Dr. HERTZ 
draws between such a Conference and a conference of Rabbanim 
occurs to us as fallaciors.' Obviously the late CHIEF RABBI, when he 
desired to discuss questions of Rabbinics, did not see any utility in 
summoning to2his counsel Ministers, either preachers or chazanim, 
who, presumably, were unlearned in Rabbinics, or at least had not 
shoy much capacity in that direction. The segregation of our 
Ministers into two classes is one that must be fraught with evil 
consequences, and, if Dr. HERMANN ADLER’S views are to be invoked 
then surely his words which we quoted a week or two ago regarding 
the importance of the office of Chazan, are far more pertinent than 
is the action to which Dr. Hertz alludes. It is abundantly true 
that there are many Chazanim who do not perform ministerial 
work. They should be encouraged to do so, and the example placed 
before them of the many Readers who are efficient Ministers— quite 
as efficient in their ministerial work indeed as many Ministers who 
are preachers. The way to do that is not to set them outside the 
camp, or to pillory them as persons to confer with whom would 
involve some loss of prestige. There is no reason why a man 
because heis a Chazan should not be equally a Minister with one 
who is a preacher, and indeed we have in our mind one case where 
a gentleman acting as Second Reader is recognised as one of the 
best Ministers we have. We expect there are many other such cases, 
and, by the by, the Rev. SIMEON SINGER was Second Reader, at 
the New West End Synagogue, in exactly the same circumstances, 
Does not the differentiation, then, come to this: that only those 
Ministers who preach are regarded as worthy to be brought into 
conference on questions in which, as we say, the whole of the 
Ministry should fee! the deepest interest, and indeed upon which no 
decision come to, unless arrived at by the Ministry as a whole, can 
be of much worth. We regret that Dr. Hertz, by the letter he sent 
the Chazanim, has not said a word that is calculated to modify 
the ridiculous discrimination between the two main sections of the 
Ministry, and has, we fear, said much, however unintentionally, as 
we feel sure is the case, that must exacerbate an estrangement that 


is as unworthy as it is unwise, and as unhelpful to Judaism as it is 
both.

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


Domestic Service. 


By Menror. 


D URING the last few weeks much attention has been turned 


to the question of domestic service. The main point 

that has presented itself for consideration is the difficulty 

of obtaining the services of young people for the 
work. A public committee bas been examining the problem and 
taking evidence of all sorts and conditions of people (mainly 
women) with all sorts and conditions of experience. I expect to be 
told that the subject is so far one for women, that it is something 
nearing impertinence for a mere man to say much about it. 
Further, I shall not be surprised to hear it objected that the problem 
of domestic service is not a Jewish one and should find no place 
in the columns of a specifically Jewish paper. And finally, I 
shall be recommended to leave any discussion of it to my brilliant 
pen-colleogue, “Gaza,” who in the pages of the Jewish World 
has frequently and copiously dealt with it. But it occurs to 
me that there is not much substance in any of the objections | 
have detailed. On the contrary, a consideration of them tends 
to convince me that domestic service is a man’s question, as well 
a8 & woman's; that there are several distinct Jewish aspects 
of the problem. and that, obviously, ableas “Gaza” is totreat upon this 
as well-nigh any other problem, still it is as well that the question 


should be approached from some points of view which do not appear 
to have occurred to her. 


The Jewish Aspect. 


That wisest of all men, King Solomon, is credited with having 
declared that a wise son is his father’s joy, while a foolish son is 
his mother's burden. The merest observation of the actualities 
of life will convince anyone of the irrefragable truth of the 
great king's aphorism. See a “wise son”—a brilliant scholar, 
a keen and successful business man—and watch how his father 
plumes himself with pride over him. See a “foolish son’’—a 
Schlemicel, a failure, even a physical failure—and then watch the 
comparative disregard of him on the part of the father and how the 
mother fondly makes the very best of him, covering with excuses 
his shortcomings, or tending him with carethata mother only can 
exercise, in case the child has grown into a weak and ailing 
adolescent! ‘In these daysof sex equality, let me say that the truth 
of King Solomon's aphorism applies, mutatis mutandis, to daughters 
as wellastosons’. Well, we can apply the wise man’s differentiation 
to domestic service. For surely a good domestic is the master's pride 
and a hopeless one the mistress's burden. Have you never noticed, 
reader, how in a household favoured with good servants, the master 
of the house will boast of the acquisition? And how in a household 
where the servants are full of faults as anegg of meat, the mistress 
will never tire of making excuses for all delinquencies? But again, 
is not every household in which men are comprisedrun, in the 
ultimate, largely to meet their needs and their wishes? Is not the 
housewife's constant anxiety to provide just the food, and just the 
comfort, looked for by her husband? Or, in other words, is not ber 
chief goal to be able to receive his commendation? And the 
average man is much more exacting in respect to the things 
provided by domestic service than is the average woman. He can 
stand being incommoded or ruffled much less than can bis wife, and 
sons much less than daughters. The man part of the household 
seems to expect everything concerning it to go upon ball bearings 
well oiled. The woman part is always more ready to accept and 
make the best of the fact that even ball bearings will sometimes 
jam and that oil will play out with no prophet’s miracle to replenish 
the cruse. So that domestic service is in truth a man’s problem as 
well as a woman 5, 

There are several reasons why this is also a problem in which 
many Jewish aspects have to be taken into consideration—I, 
of course, mean when domestic service is performed in Jewish 
households. For one thing, harking back somewhat to the 
particular interest of men in the subject, we have to recollect that 
Jews much more than non-Jews make of their homes a very 
centre of their lives. They build their existence greatly upon 
them to a larger extent than do non-Jews. Thus all concerning the 
home is much more the business of the Jew than of the non-Jew. 
Among non-Jews the home is far more the sole business of the 
wife than is the case among Jews, while in Jewish households a 
considerably higher standard of efficiency on the part of servants is 
usually looked for than in non-Jewish houses. That, perhaps, 
accounts for the fact that Jewesses are notoriously such good 
customers of the registry offices. It also accounts for the fact that 
higher wages are obtainable, on the average, in Jewish households ; 
and if the problem were one of pay only, then Jewesses would not 
be the excellent clients of servants’ hiring establishments I have 
mentioned. Yet it needs very little enquiry to show that the 
shortage of domestic service is no less but if anything rather more 
among Jews than among non-Jews, and that brings us to consider 
some of the things which relate to Jewish homes that tend to 
disincline young women from taking domestic service in them. 


Mutual Consideration. 


Leaving aside what I may term the general difficulties of the 
situation, and which affect Jewish households equally with non- 
Jewish, there are other things which particularly apply to the 
households of our people. In the first place, I would say that it is 
the very bad habit of Jews to call their domestic servants Shicksas, 
Scarcely anyone who uses the expression intends its implication, and 
very few know what the word means. But none the less it is a term 
of opprobrium and contempt. It is a word which signifies 
superiority, not merely of culture, or of breeding, or of education, or 
even of material advantages. It isa disdaining of the very flesh and 
blood and soul of the servant, as compared with the flesh and blood 
and soul of the other members of the household. Now, if the employ- 
ing side of the Jewish ménage does not often know the meaning of the 
ugly expression, it is not likely that the servant is frequently aware 
of it. But its mere employment breeds into those who use it a 
spirit and demeanour towards those dependent upon them that 
must make for a relative position far from kindly, or amiable. 
I have heard little children of tender years speaking of the S/hicksas, 
What respect, pray, are they likely to manifest towards the servants 
of their household? Not any more than that paid by their elders, 
who look upon servants as Shicksas. And if there be no respect of 
employer for employed, how on earth is it reasonable to suppose 
that there is going to be consideration or respect cpon the part of 
those who are employed, particularly if—as in many cases (but by 
no means in all)—the employed has less culture, less education, 
and less good manners than the employer ? 

There are other and more intimate, and perhaps some will 
think, more relevant matters connected with domestic service in 
Jewish houses that differentiate it from that given in 
non-Jewish houses, and which may account for the difficulty 
experienced by Jews in obtaining servants. For instance, there is 
Sunday work. In large numbers of Jewish households no con. 
sideration is given to servants in respect to the fact that Sunday 
is their day of rest; and it frequently happens that the least is 
paid in those households where the Jewish Sabbath is also 
totally ignored—that is only natural. A few weeks ago I. was 
speaking to a lady whose husband is one of the communal 
pillars. The conversation turned upon the question of the 
staff. ‘Ob, she said, “my staff is a joy; they never want to gc 
out on Sundays, and that is so convenient for us, because we 
always have something on on Sundays.” “Don't they ever go tc 
Church or Chapel?” I queried. The lady smiled contemptuously 
“I don’t think they ever think of such a thing, except perhaps at 
Christmas or Easter,and I don't mindallowing them that. Because 
after all we like to go to Shool on Rosh Hashanah and Yom 
Kippur.” The silly woman imagined that she had secared 
domestic prizes in the shape of servants because they were irreligious 
And this from a Jewess who, I would be bound to say, would earnest; 
reveat the doctrine her husband has to my knowledge so frequently; 
proclaimed in public, that Judaism is a religion and that Jews are 
bound together by their religious beliefs and have no other connecting 
bond ! 


Food Trouble. 


Then, again, there are the difficult questions of food. The 
superiority of Aasher meat over Trefah (and I do not suppose that t& 
any extent the Duchess of Hamilton's malicious silliness about the — 
vicarious cruelty of eating meat killed according to Jewish Law ha: 
yet entered the servants’ quarters) doesnotalwayscompensate for the 
absence of food of which non-Jews are in the habit of partaking 
and which is forbidden to Jews. Per contra, there is food of whicl 
Jews partake, eitherin deference to ritual observances or merel; 
custom, that is strange and sometimes unpalatable to non-Jews. I 
may be difficult for a Jew to believe that anybody does not like suct 
things as olives, or stewed fish, or cucumbers, or fried fish. A dislike 


of Maizoth and other Passover fare may be more readily understood 
(Continued on next page) 
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But Jews cannot be expected to provide forbidden food for their 
servants. insomuch as forbidden food is forbidden in Jewish house- 
holds. Nor. on the other hand, can Jews be expected to provide 
leavened bread for their servants, when there is a distinct command 
against leaven being found In any Jewish habitations during the 
Passover. But it is absurd to expect that a young woman, who all 
her life has been used to Trefah fare, will suddenly abjure it— 
withont any religious impetus be it noted—in favour of Washer. 
Frankly. I do not see any royal road out of that particular difficulty. 
And all {| would suggest is that Jews and Jewesses should bear 
this point in mind in regard to their servants, and be prepared 
to olfer some countervailing advantage to them—the best advantage 
a servant can secure—-of deep and earnest and selfless consideration, 
Is that always given? It may be diflicult in Jewish households for 
JL entertaining on Sundays to be taboo, but it ought not to be 
impossible to reduce it toa minimum. heeping servants up till all 
tours of the morning, while cards are being played or gambling 
resorted to. in an unholy atmosphere of cigar and cigarette smoke 
blended with the aroma of alcoholic spirits, and frequently rent 
with shouts of “ Why didn't you play the ace, you Chamakh.” or 
‘Ace yourself, what about abundance?” ete., ete., is not a con- 
venial or inviting environment to a young woman in whom the 
«hristian associations of Sunday bave been born and nurtured. 

And, finally, I would remind Jewesses that, whether by 
reason of the fact that they derive from the Eastern, or all 
of them are more or less “arrivants,’ they do “put it on’ to 
the servants a great deal more than do their non-Jewish sisters. 
liow frequently have I seen young women actually giving the 
servant they employ two or three journeys where one would suftice, 
merely to indicate to some friend who happens to be with them that 
they are far above doing anything in the nature of work themselves! 
Last winter. I recollect, 1 was at the house of a lady whose mother, 
even in her wildest dreams, I know, never thought of being attended 
by a servant—unless it was the Shabbat Goyah, the Christian 
omnibus servant who attended to the lights and fires on the 
Sabbath—and who was quite wrath with one of her daughters who, 
tinding the fire low, ventured to proceed to place a piece of coal 
upon it. “Don't do that,” said the lady irascibly, “ring the bell 
and ask the Shichsa, if you want some more coal on the tire.’ And 
turning to me, this unconsciously humourous woman exclaimed: 
“I don't know what has come to girls in these days; they 
haven't an ounce of self-respect, and no. wonder the Shicksas are 
Chutzpahdth! 

Here I will break oif—and I have mentioned nothing at all about 
the fact that it is only reasonable that a Christian girl should feel it 
strange if not invidious at being ‘possibly’ the only Christian ina 
household otherwise composed entirely of Jews. I sincerely hope 
that the very obvious deductions from what I have said will occur 
to those Jews and Jewesses who have, or are seeking, domestic 
servants. I hope, too, that these will afford the right implications 
concerning their conduct and bearing towards those whom in that 
capacity Jews and Jewesses may employ. 


THE KIDDIES. 


The author of Ecclesiastes declared that a three-fold cord cannot be 
broken.

Rasst Dr. JOSEPH KRAUSKOPF (Philadelphia). 


The death has occurred, after a long illness, of Rabbi Dr. Joseph 
Krauskopf, of the Keneseth Israel Congregation of Philadelphia. He 
passed away at Atiantic City, whither he had gone to pass the summer. 

Joseph Krauskopf was born at Ostrowo, Prussia, on January 2\1st, 
1858. He emigrated to New York in July, 1872, and later went to Fall 
River, Massachusetts, where he found employment as clerk in a tea 
store. ‘Through the influence of friends he 
secured admittance, in 1875, tothe Hebrew 
Union College, Cincinnati, and came under 
the influence of Rabbi Isaac M. Wise. 
While a student at the College he acted as 
a tutor, wrote for magazines, and pub- 
lished (with H. Berkowitz) “The First 
Union Hebrew Reader” and “Second 
Union Hebrew Reader,” and “Bible 
Ethics” (1485). He graduated from the 
University of Cincinnati, and was ordained 
Rabbi by Dr. Wise in 1883. Two years 
later the Faculty of the College conferred 
on him the degree of D.D. He accepted a 
call from the B'nei Jehudah Congregation 
in Kansas City, Mo. He was appointed by 
the Governor of Missouri as a life member 
of the Board of National Charities and 
Corrections. In 1885 he was elected Vicce- 
President of the Conference of Reform 
Rabbis at Pittsburg. In the same year he 
received a cali! to the Keneseth Israel Con- 
gregation of Philadelphia, which he served 
with groat distinction, and through his ¢ fforts the congregation succeeded 
in building its present fine place of worsbip. and has hi come one of the 
largest Jewish congregations in the United States. As a preacher and 
lecturer Rabbi Krauskopf attained a high reputation, and many volumes 
of bis discourses, embracing subjects in the fields of religion, ethics, and 
social acience, have been published. In 1°85 he helped to organise the 
Jewish Publication Society of America. 

{un the spring of 1301, when the stream of immigration of the Russian 
Jewish exiles into the United States was at its height, Rabbi Krauskopf 
resolved to visit Russia. He madea study of the condition of the Jews 
in the Pale of Sett!cment and of the agricultural colonies in the south. 
One of the institutions he inspected was the Jewish Agricultural School 
at Odessa, the excellence of which so impressed him that immediately 
after his return to the United States he set to work to establish the 
National Farm School, at Doylestown, Pa., himself becoming President. 
Started in 1395 with four pupils, it has grown, until uow it has a student

‘population of 100 boys, who receive free tuition, board, andclothing. The 


school possesses 500 acres of first-class land, cattle, houses, and poultry. 
The pupils are drawn from the large towns, and many of the old students 
have done extremely well as agriculturists. 

fn 1398, shortly after the outbreak of the Spanish War, Rabbi 
Krauskopf was chosen by the Nationai Kelief Commission as one of three 
epecial field commissioners to visit the camps of the United States in 
Cuba and to render euch relief as was necessary. In March, 1903, he was 
elected Director of the I. M. Wise Memorial Fund, and in July of the 
same year President of the Central Conference of American Rabbis. 

The deceased was the author of a number of notable works, as well 
as rituala. Perhaps his most striking contribution to literature was “A 
Rabbi's Impressions of the Oberammergan Passion Play,” which attracted 
much attention when publisbed in 1901. He also wrote "The Jews and 
Moors in Spain” (1856), “The Evolution of Judaism” (1887), “The Seven 
Ages of Man” (1902), and “Olid Truths in New Books ” (1902). 

tabbi Krauskopf received one of the largest salaries among the 
Jewish preachers in the United States. He was at times very outspoken 
in the pu!pit, and a recent onslaught on women’s fashions made him the 
centre of vigorous Press discussions. His main work, by which he will 
best be remembered, however, wasthe Farm Schoo!, which was a notable 
contribution towards relieving the congestion of the ghettos in the big 
American cities. He planned a great extension of the school in the 
eveut of a fresh wave of immigration pouring into the States after the 
war. The American restrictive legislation, however, rendered this step 
unnecessary. 


Dr. BAER EPSTEIN. 


The death. at the carly age of forty-eight, of Dr. Baer Epstein, 
deprives the Jewish National Fund of the Zionist Movement of an earnest 
and valuable worker. Dr. Epstein, who was a chemist by profession, and 
a native of Vilna, went to the United States in 1914. As a delegate to 
that country from the head cfiice cf the Jewish National Fund, he visited, 
on bebalf of the Fund, practically every Jewish community in America. 
He was a frequent visitor to this country, where his untimely loss will 
be deplored by a large circle of friends and acquaintances. 


Mrs. LEOPOLD SELIGMAN. 


Mrs. Leopold Seligman, died on Wednesday, at an advanced age. 
She was a member of the Ladies’ Committee of the Home and Hospital 
forIncurables. Her husband, an elder brother of Mr. Isaac Seligman, 
predeceased her several years ago. Ose of her sons, Mr, Walter L. 
Seligman, is Treasurer of the Jewish Convalescent Home for Children. 


Mr. J. HARRIS (Westcliff). 


The death occurred last week of Mr. J. Harris, of Westcliff. He was 
one of the founders of the Southend and Westcliff Synagogue, and was 
greatly respected by the congregants. | 


Mr. CYRIL STRAWBAUM (Bristol). 


rawbaum, who was killed in tragic circumstances in 
E.R bgp was training for the teaching profession at Bristol 
University. Although only in his twentieth year, he had already showed 
signs of becoming 4 valuable asset to the Bristol community. He wasa 
teacher at the religion classes, to which task he devoted himself with 
great zeal and earnestness, He dir ected a club in connection with the 
classes, and his loss will be deeply felt by his late pupils, as well as by 
the bereaved parents. 


THe LATE Mr. LIONEL D. WALFORD. 
By the death of Mr. Lionel D. Walford the Hanley Jewish community 
lost an honoured friend. The news was received with profound regret 
and grief by the Committee of the New Synagogue Building Fund. 


Although in failing health when he was approached by Mr. A. Alexander, 
the Chairman of the Building Committee, asking him for his advice and 
assistance in raising the amount required for the completion of the syna» 
gogne, he readily consented, and appended his signature to the appeal 
which was published in the Jewish Chronicle. He hoped to be present at 
the laying of the foundation-stone last October, but finding that he 
could not realise his hopes, he wrote to the Honorary Secretary of 
the Building Fund: “I much regret that my health prevents me from 
being present at the laying of the foundation-stone of the synagogue, but 
my good wishes will be with you.” In September last, when building 
operations had commenced, he sent a beautiful cover for the reading: 
desk of the synagogue, and wrote: “May those who come there in sad- 
ness and sore at heart find that consolation which prayers alone can give, 
and those whom God bas blessed with happiness come there to thank 
Him for all His goodness.” The name of Lionel D. Walford will not be 
forgotten by a grateful community.—From Mr. I. Kict, Hon. Secretary, 
Hanley New Synagogue Building Fund.

The Chief Rabbi and Mrs. Hertz “At Home.” 


On Sunday last, the Chief Rabbi and Mrs. Hertz were “At Home” to 
the Council, professors and students of Jews’ College, to the metropolitan 
clergy, to the members of the Jewish War Memorial Central Ofice Board, 
to mect Rabbi Brodie and the Rev. 5. Mestel, prior to their departure to 
Australia. In the course of a speech during the afternoon, the Chief 


said :— 
or ean met here to bid farewell to two Jewish ministers prior to 
their departure tothe Antipodes. The older of these—the Rev. 5. Mestel. 
M.A.—a man of scholarly habitsand godly life, has rendered faithful service 
to three communities—Richmond, Bristol, and Nottingham. Mr. Mestelis 
gure to prove inevery way a worthy successor tothe late lamented Kev. Jacob 
Lepzer; a strong influence for Jewish life and Jewish knowledge in his large 
and important congregation. In his labours he has an invaluable ally in his 
wife. King Solomon, no mean judge in these matters (laughter), has 
rightly said 3° N¥O NWN NYO. “ Whoso findeth a wife, findeth a good 
thing.” They are leaving for their new home on Wednesday, 
accompanied by the good wishes of all who know them. (Cheersa.) 
As to the Rev. I. Brodie next SundaylI shall acclaim him Rabbi 
Brodie—anyone who has watched him as a student, as a chaplain, as an 
Fast End social worker, can see the shadows which his future achieve- 
ments cast before them. Like tbe Rev. Mr. Mestel, he has the Jewish 
outlook. The first time I ever met him, some years ago during one of 
my visits to Oxford, I asked him in which Jewish study he was at that 
time specialising. When he told me he was specialising in Karaism I 
was aunoyed, and I asked him whether there were not more pressiog 
and vital aspects of Jewish thought to devote one’s timeto. “No,” he 
answered, “nothing can convince a man that every schismatic movement 
in Judaism is a blind alley, that their followers wither away and are 
doomed to disappear—so surely as the stndy of Karaism, the most 
important of all Jewish schisms.” I have been subjected 
to considerable crticism that It send men. like the  Kevs. 
8S. Mestel and I. Brodie away from England to the ends of 
the world. I glory in the fact. These distant communities, so far 
renioved from the spiritual current of older Jewish life and yet so 
anxious to save their children for Judaism and so ready to respond ta 
every call of Jewish charity and Jewish endeavour, deserve the very 
best religious guides that we possess. ({Applause.) My one regret is 
that we bave not more such men, and that [ cannot satisfy all the colonial 
communities which are in dire need of ministers. My inability to supply 
this want is largely due to the following reason. In the days of old, even 
the poor householders of a community considered ita sacred duty to afford 
sustenance to a student of the Torah. Oa the Continent, every important 
community sets aside a portion of its income for stipends and 
bursaries to those young men who devote themselves to sacred 
studies. In Anglo-Jewry alone, despite the fact that its ministry 
is recruited exclusively from the poor, nothing or next to nothing is 


’ done in this direction. Only with the provision of a sufficient number 


of bursaries at Jews’ College, will the famine in men cease in the 
ministerial calling. (Hear, hear.) Australia has little to complain of in 
this respect. The Rev. D. I. lreedman has just completed twenty- 
five years of strenuous service to Judaism in Perth, Dr. J. Abrahams 
has ministered to the Meibourne Congregation for a lifetime. The 
Rey. J. Danglow is doing excellent work in St. Kilda, while Rabbi 
F. L. Cohen and the Rev. A. Levy, in Brisbano are holding aloft 
the banner of Judaism in their respective congregations. The new men 
who are now joining them will continue the tradition of service and 
loyalty, and will tell the fame and spread the name, of their Alma 
Mater—Jews’ College. (Applause.) 

Mr. 5. H. EMANUEL, K.C., the Chairman of Jews’ College, said 
the College had done wonderful work, in spite of the fact that the Com- 
munity had given it little support. ile heartily congratulated the two 
departing ministers and wished them God-speed and success in their 
new spheres labours. 

The Rev. 5. MESTEL, on behalf of himself and the Rev. I. Brodie, 
thanked the Chief Rabbi and Mrs. Hertz for their hospitality and for the 
good wishes that had been expressed. 


DINNER BY JEWS’ COLLEGE UNION SOCIETY. 

On Monday evening, at Abrahamson’s Restaurant, Wardour Street, 
the Jews’ College Union Society gave a dinner in honour of Rabbi Brodie 
and the Rev. 5. Mestel, on their impending departure for Australia, and 
in celebration of the conferment of the Rabbinical Diploma on the first- 
pamed and the Rev. S. Gross. 

The CHIP RABBI,in proposing the toast of “The Melbourne Ministers,” 
said that Jewish ministers were far more loth toleave “ home” than were 
the clergy of other denominations. He emphasised the need of menlike 
Messrs. Brodie and Mestel in the Dominions; and though some sacrifice 
was needed to go so far away, they would be richly rewarded by lasting 
fruit for the advancement of the Torah, and for the elevation of Israel. 

RABBI BRODIF, in replying, said that apron strings were jolly fine 
things and one wanted to cling tothem. It was a very great sacrifice to 
leave one’s kith and kin and go far away. But he was reassured by the 
knowledgs that he would be doing a great duty towards Judaism in 
leaving. Judging by some of the accounts he had received about 
Melbourne, it was like the red heifer—there was no blemish in it. 
(Laughter.) He had read the Australian Jewish papersand seen what the 
people there were thinking about. He was very pleased that Mr. Mestel 
was going out with him. They had b2en very great friends at College, 
and he looked torward to working with him. 

The Rev. 8. MESTEL said that it was a great satisfaction to him that 
he was going to Australia with his friend Brodie. He had heard that on 
one liner recently about 200 couples became engaged. He wassafe, but he 
feared for Brodie. (Laughter) He knew they would have many pro- 
blems to tackle, but they had heard that in Melbourne they would have 
sympathetic support. 

Dr, BUCHLER proposed the toast of “The new Rabbis.” He said that 
they had shown that a busy minister of a congregation and an active 
social worker could still fiad time for study. He paid a tribute to Rabbi 
Gross’s simplicity and determination, and to Rabbi Brodie’s power of 
attracting the young. 

Rabbi Gross, in reply, said he had difficulty in believing that Dr. 
Biichler meant all he said. He hai never respoaded to him so readily 
and so happily as he did on that occasion. 

Dr. 8. DAICHE3 proposed the toast of “The Students,” to which Mr. 
LEHRMAN replied. 

Dr. H. HIRSCHFELD proposed the toast of ‘The Chairman,” and the 
CHIEF RABBI briefly replied.

Prominent among the benefactors of the institution 
was their good friend, Mr. (;s0rge Hawkias, who had presented the marble 
memorial tablets. Unfortunately there was a very large waiting list of 
patients seeking adiission. 

Mr. S. Bor seconded the adoption of the report and balance. sheet. 

Mr. J. M. ANSELL moved, and Mr. Percy LINDEN seconded, tho 
re-election of Sir Stuart Samuel as President. 

Mr. 8. BOLSOM proposed, and Mr. Mo-3 HIARRIS seconded, votes of 
thanks to the visiting minister, Rabbi Harris Cohen, to the medical and 
nursipg staffs, and to the Secretary, Mr. Bernard H. Segal.

The Chief Rabbi and the Chazanim. 


The Chief Rabbi has sent the following reply to the letter of protest 


sent to him by the Chazanim against their exclusion from the proposed 
Preachers’ Conference :

DEAR Stk,—The Chief Rabbi is in receipt of yours of the 15th instant. 

In reply Lam directed to inform you that the Chazanim have no more right 
to protest against the forthcoming Conference of Preachers than these latter 
would have had against the Conference of Rabbanim which he called together 
some years ago be protest of the Chazanim is the more strange as, for a great 
many years, they have had their own independent organisation, quite distinct 
from that of the Preachers. 

lour statement that the late Chief Rabbi would never have called together 
a conference of preachers without the Chacanim is contrary to fact. The only 
conference which Dr. Hermann Adler S’7 ever convened took place in the year 
i892; aud, although it mainly dealt with the synagogue services, it was a con- 
ference of preachers exclusively. The conference of 1909, to which the Cha-anim 
were admitted, was not convened by the Chief Rabbi, but by the late Rev. G. J. 
Emanuel, on the suggestion and initiative of the Jewish Chronicle. The subse- 
quent conferences of 1911 and 1914 followed as a matter of routine, 

You argue that there is nota single Jewish institution where the Chazanim 
have not willingly taken their fair share of work involved.”” The fact that the 
Chazanim do their duty has no bearing whatever on the right of the preachers 
to have their own conference, and to decide on its meinbership. The Chazanrim 
might well copy their exanyple. 

In conclusion, the Chief Rabbi notes your assertion that the Cla:anim are 


IW *HTN. and that they place communal harmony in the forefront of their 
endeavours. The Chief Rabbi thinks that the communication which you 
addressed to him, and the fact of your sending it to the Press before it could 
possibly be considered by him, or even reach him, hardly bear out this claim.

The Value of Preaching. 


From Dr. Samuel! Daiches. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—It is not my intention to intervene in the Preachers-Chazanim 
dispute. I only feel it my duty to make a few observations on a sentence 
in the editorial note in your last week's issue headed, “The Preachers’ 
Conference.” That sentence is: “ What essential part, pray, has preaching 
in Judaism?” Sir, can you imagine Judaism, or any religion, without 
preaching? Can you imagine the Torah without preaching? Can you 


imagine the Prophets without preaching? A very great portion of the 
Talmudic and Rabbinic literature is preaching. In fact, preachingis the 
highest form of teaching. Preaching also leads to ordinary teaching. 
There is not a great conscious Jewish community in the world 
in whose life preaching does not play an important part. One 
might say that the standard of preaching in a community is the 
measure of its spiritual state. The picture of large congregations eagerly 
listening to the discourses of Rabbis and “Maggidim” in Russia and to 
sermons of preachers in Germany, as | saw them as a child and have 
seen them often since, is still before my eye. The greatest work of a 
modern Rabbi is preaching. If you had added before “Judaism” the 
word “English,” then your statement would have pointed to a grave 
problem in Anglo-Jewry, the problem of preaching, of true preaching in 
our community. But the sentence as it stands is a challenge and a 
discouragement. If you had asked: Is preaching the primary function 
of the minister in the Anglo-Jewish community, and, if it is not, is a 
Preachers’ Conference justified in name and in fact? or if you had 
attempted to define the minister who occupies the pulpit and the minister 
who does not occupy the pulpit and to distinguish between the two, 
you would have provided material for thought. But the sentence 
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as it is conveys a wrong impression. It is incorrect historically, and it is 
harmful because it implies the desire to perpetuate a state of affairs which 
is blighting English Judaism. Theabsence of preaching, of true preaching 
from the Anglo-Jewish pulpit (in most cases) is Anglo-Jewry’s greatest 
weakness. It shuts out inspiration, it prevents the highest form of 
teaching. It should be our aim to improve preaching, to create in the 
congregations a desire for good preaching, and to encourage those who are 
making an effort to raise the Anglo-Jewish pulpit, but not to make it 
appear as if preaching in itself was of no consequence. It is duc to 
the cultivation of this latter view that there is so little inspiration in our 
community. On the day on which there will begin to be better preaching 
in our synagogues, Anglo-Jewry will have entered upon a new and 
more vigorous lease of life.

[*."Our esteemed correspondent gives away incontinently, if we may 
say so, the whole of his case when he claims, quite unjustifiably, 
that “preaching is the highest form of teaching.” He evidently 
makes that plea because be agrees with us, if only subconsciously, 
that teaching rather than preaching is the essential business of the 
Jewish pulpit. There is, of course, the world of difference between 
“preaching” and “teaching,” particularly when they are set in 
contradistinction one to another ; although it is true that the teacher 
may preach and the preacher may teach. Dr. Daiches will 
appreciate our point when we venture to say of him that although 
he is learned in both the law and homiletics he would never think 
of preaching to a jury or of pleading toa congregation. Yet in the 
course of pleading to a jury the most practised barristers occasionally 
preach, while the preacher when preaching to a congregation is 
often constrained to “ plead.”— Ep., J. U. |

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


&rr,—It is all to the good that the preachers of Anglo-Jewry intend 
to meet for the discussion of such matters as Sabbath observance, syna- 
gogue service, etc,, andit is sincerely to be hoped that their deliberations 
will result in a well-thonght-out scheme for the reawakening of the 
Jewish consciousness in our midst. 


One matter, however, which is of great moment, and which, it 
appears, is not to be deliberated upon, is Biblical criticism. This, 1 venture 
to assert, is at the root of the whole evil; it is the very basis of the laxity 
of Jewish observance so noticeable at present. That the Pentateuch is 
not a unity, that it is a conglomeration of writings by different authors 
living in different times, and not necessarily divinely inspired, that the 
Law-giviong on Mount Sinai is a fiction—when these and similar theories 
are continually dinned into our ears by the Higher Critics, and are, more- 
over, accepted by many as proven up to the hilt, is it to be wondered at 
that the fabric of our faith is on the verge of crumbling? Jews cannot 
with sincerity subscribe to such a faith ; they cannot be expected to obey. 
the injunctions of a religion which has no divine authority. The Church 
has suffered, too, from the evil of Higher Criticism, but it has faced the 
problem boldly. Judaism must face it, too—and face it courageously. 

The Conference of Preachers will have a unique opportunity of venti- 
lating the subject in all ite manifold ramifications. Asa body of learned 
men—and, at this point, I should like to urge the necessity of inviting to 
the Conference the Professors of Jews’ College and other Jewish scholars 
of outstanding learning who may not be preachers -it will be fully com- 
petent to discuss exhaustively this vital problem, and state its results 
unequivocally and authoritatively, so that the conflict between Tradition 
and the higher criticism may be decisively settied. 

The Chief Rabbi, I would respectively suggest, should make it clear 
that this problem is to be faced by the Conference, and should, moreover, 
take upon himself the fitting role of a modern Moreh Nebuchim, by guid- 
ing with his sound learning and mature judgment the deliberations of 
the Conference to a successful issue. There is nothing to fear from a 
cool, dispassionate sifting of the facts. Our inherent love for our faith 
will overcome all obstacles. Omnia vincil amor.

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Humane Treatment of Animals.

‘A vighteous man regardeth the life of his beast; but the tender mercic 


of the wie’ re cruel. 
This is one of ever so Many passages ‘' the Old Testament which 
commend the merciful treatment of the brute creation. I take up this 
subject this morning in view of the a itation which is being fomented in 
influential circles against the Jewish method of slaughtering animals for 
food. It is being asserted that the system of Shkechif7, which Jews have 
been in the habit of practising since Biblio times, is wanting ia considera: 
tion for the feelings of the slaughtered animal. We Jews deny this 
allegation, and we are supported in our view by the opinion of eminent 
scientists in all countries, who recocnise that the Jewish m ethod is the 
only method which produces immediate loss of consciousness and con- 
sequent loss of feeling. It is practically painless, and certainly more 
painicss than any system of slaughtering that has hitherto been devised. 
Poleaxing and the so-called “humane killers, being uncertain in their 
operation, often resuitin the inViction of consid lerable crusity. There is 
a large body of scientilic and expert evidence in support of this statement. 
Indeed, the humane treatment of animals occupies 89 
IMPORTANT A PLACE 
in our religion that it is inconceivable that Jews practising that religion 
should show themselves callous to the amount of suffering they inflict lu 
the production of animal food. You may search the writings of the New 
Testament and the Church lathers in vain for any teaching as to our 
duties to the inferior creation: but the Hebrew Bible and the teachings 
of the abbis are fall of admonition on this subject. alive from beginning 
to end with the thonght of the human pity which should be exercised 
towards the dumb creatures for whose welfare we are responsible. 

The great first principle on which the duty ‘of kindness to avimals 
rests is set forth by the Psalmist in the words we have just been reciting : 
“The Lord is good to all, and His mercies are over all His works.” That 
is to say, the divine mercies extend to every sentient creature, beast as 
well as man. Or, as the writer of another Psalm expresses it: ‘ God 
‘saves man and beast alike.’ Now we are bidden to fashion our conduct 
after the pattern of God's rule of the universe. \Ve show forth the divinity 
that isin us when we imitate the divine virtues when we are justas God 
is just. and compassionate to the meanest creatures as God is compas: 
sionate. Itisa significant fact that the earlier chapters of Genesis are 
fliled with instructive details relating to the animal creation and their 
place in the scaleof being. To man is given dominion over the fish of the 
sea, and the fow! of the heaven, and 

EVERY LIVING THING 

that moveth upou the earth. That dominion is intended to exclude the 
idea of animal worship, the idea that divinity can dwell in the body of an 
animal. But dominion implies responsibilities and obligations. If man 
is to rule the earth, he must rule it with kindness; he must exercise a 
sympathetic sway over the objects committed to his care. Permission is 
given in Genesis to the early races ‘of mankind to eat animal food; but 
they are forbidden to indulge in the cruel and common practice of eating 
the flesh of live animals—"M" 7% “SN. The commandment runs: “Only 
fesh with its life, which is its blood, ye shall not eat.” 

When the Mosaic leyislation came into force, with its special appeal 
to the saraclites, the welfare of the lower animals was still further safe-

But much more is often implied in the Bib'ical teachings than they 
explicitly set forth. The Rabbis of old invested with a «uasi-Biblica! 
authority many a humanitarian principle which they, so to speak, read 
into the words of Holy Writ. The laws against cruelty to animais they 
based upon the angel's reproof to Balaam: “\Why hast thou struck thine 
ass?” They taught that before an Israelite sits down to his meal, bis 
animals must be provided with food; for itissaid, “ Aud I will give vrass 
in thy fleld for thy cattle, and ‘en thou shalt eat and be satistied.” 
lrequent are their admonitions against the infliction of pain upon living 
thinge, which they call 

TO AVOID SUcit PAIN, 

even the Sabbath might be infringed. It was considered wrong for 
anyone to acquire animals which he was not in a position to support. 
“It is a good sign fora map,” they said. “ when his animals eat and are 
satistied.” Agaip. “God the righteous compassionates dumb creatures 
as well as man, for along with Noah and his family He saved them from 
the flood.” The Psalmist’s exhortation, Happy the man who doth not 
stand in the way of sinners,” they explained as a warning against 
associating with those who indulge in cruel sport. They steadfastly sct 
their facos against coursing for mere pleasure and amusement. They 
deemed it to be a sin to destroy even the smallest worn, if it is done for 
no useful purpose. What would they have thouvht of the fashionable 
pastime of fox-hunting and deer-stalking in these modern times? Can 
you imagine them approving of the meet, with its hideous spectacle of a 
defenceless creature set upon by a pack of hungry houndsand mercilessly 
done to death to make an aristocratic holiday ? How they would have 
denounced those whose chief idea of sportis something to kill! Did they 
not say of one of the saintliest of their number who suffered from physical 
pain all his life, that it was a jast punishment because on one occasion a 
calf about to be killed ran to him for protection, and he repu'sed the 
creature with the exclamation, “Go to thy death, for that is thy destiny.” 
Was it not a Jew, Lewis Gompert7, who practically founded by his 
writings

and the “ Animals’ Friend Society’ But long ages before, tho greatest 
of all Israelites, our Lawgiver, Moses, founded by his legislation what may 
justly be regarded as the earliest society in the world’s history for the 
humane treatment Of the brute creation. Yetin the face of such facts, 
we are confronted with an agitation which, deliberately shutting its 
eyes to So many cruel methods that are in vogue in the preparation of 
human food, charges with cruelty a Jewish ritual observance which has 
been preserved through the ages by every possilie avoidance of suffering. 

The situation is full of irony, reminding one of the wolf in the fable, 
chiding the lamb for want of gentleness. 

What is likely to be the effect of this campeige of misrepresentation 
which is being cleverly engineered’ I cannot believe that a British 
Legislature would ever be induced to forbid the practice of Shechita. 
The amended Bill before Parliament shows it to be next to impossible 
that so fair-minded a peop'e as that which composes the bulk of the 
citizens of this country, would be guilty of an act of religions intolerance 
that would have the effect of inflicting considerable suffering on the many 
tens of thousands of English Jews to whom this practice is sacred. But 
other (uestions are involved in the efforts that are being made in hostile 
‘juarters to undermine the Jewish position. It is circulated that we are 
upholding a practice which is cruel and barbarous, when the very reverse 
isthe truth. Are we toallow sucha statement to go forth uncontradicted ? 
It is undeniable that a large number of Jews in this country, for ove 
reason or another, do not observe the laws of Siicchit, although they 
recognise that the Jewish method of slaughter is not only the most pain. 
less, but also the most hygienic and wholesome. But no English Jew 
should on that account say, “this is no concern of mine.” In a matter of 


this kind, when a fanatical attack is being made on the Jewish people as 
such, 


ALL OF US ARE CONCERNED, 
We sink or swim together. There is an old adage that “all Israel are 
responsible one for the other.” Itisa saying the wisdom of which has 
proved itself time and again, and it has the closest possible application 
to the present circumstances. Nigh upon 2,000 years ago, the Christian 
Apostles sought to introduce the Jewish method of killing into the Gentile 
world (Acts xv. 29), Evidently they were unsuccessful. The heathen 
peoples whom they taught were too deeply wedded to their own practices 
toabandon them. Any attempt tc-day to make the system of Shechit« 
general would, in all probability, meet with a like fate. But if we cannot 


hope to impose our methods upon other people, let us at least defend 
them for ourselves,

RECIPES FOR PICNIC FARE, 


Sandwich Fillings. 


Cheese and Cress.—Grate the cheese and chop the cress. Puta layer 
of each on a thin slice of bread and butter, season with salt and pepper, 
and cover with another piece of bread and butter. 


Cream Cheese and Chopped Olive.—Beat up the cream cheese with a 
little milk, salt and pepper. Add three or four olives chopped fine. 

Chocolate and Banana.—Grate the chocolate and mash the banana. 
Put a layer of each between slices of bread and butter. 

Sardine and Cucumbcr.—Pound the sardines to a paste; add a little 
vinegar, salt, and pepper. Spread a layer between two‘ slices of bread 
and butter, and cover with cucumber cut thin. 

Walnut and Vayonnaise.—Chop the nuts finely, or run through a nut 
mill or mincer. Mix with thick mayonnaise sauce. 

Meat Filling.—Allow half a dozen gherkins or four pickled walnuts 
to halfa pound of meat. Free the meat from gristie, and run it with the 
pickle throvgh a mincing machine. Season with salt and pepper.

Union of Jewish Literary Societies’ Annual Conference. 


The annual conference of delegates of the Union of Jewish Literary 
Societies was held on Sunday at Jews’ College. 

Dr. CHARLES S. MYERS, retiring President, in moving the adoption of 
the report, said that it showed the Union to be in a more flourishing 
condition than the previous year, there being forty-five societies affiliated. 
The following are extracts from the report: 

During thé past autamn and winter the Union arranged a series of 

ersonally-conducted tours to view the objects of Jewish interest in the British 

useum on Sunday afternoons, A Stady Circle Syllabus was issued dealing 
with “ Jewish History at the Rise of Christianity.” It had long been realised that 
mapy of the Coustitaent Societies in outlying districts of London could not hove 
to obtain the services of some of our greatest scholars; aud in order to meet 
the ne ads of Jow 3 and Jewesses W ho desired to pursue a regular course of study, 
five lectures were held at Jews’ College, under the auspices of the Union, on 
'* Jewish Ilistory in the First Century of the Common ae. 22 services ofa 
good amateur echestra and also those of a choral society are now available 


Dr. Myers said that the Union would be doing a great deal if it helped to 
break down the barrier which bad hitherto existed between Jews in 
London and those outside. His experience as Chairman of the Visitation 
Comittee of the United Synagogue showed him that the separation of 
Jewry iv Londou from Jewry outside had led to very unfortunate results, 
The Union regretted the resignation of Mr. Cecil A.-Franklin, in conse- 
quence of indisposition, from the office of Treasurer, and ex pressed their 
appreciation of what he had done. They were fortanate in having @ 
promising successor in Mr. Philip Samuel. 

Mr. PuHicir SAMUEL moved the adoption of the financial statement.

They wanted to con- 
tinue the splendid work Dr. Myers had initiated of making the community 
know more of what the | sion had done and wascapab!le of doiog. It had 
taken an active partin stimulating University extension work on Jewish 
lines, and by its co-operation with the Jewish Historical Seciety had he! ped 
to gather together the whole of the literary forces in the commuauity. 

A discussion was opened by Dr. MYeRs, on“ How to Establish an 
Acglo-Jewish Institute.” Dr. Myers read extracts from the address he 
bad delivered on the subject, which was reported in the Jewish Chronicle 
of January 2*th, 1921. Very little had boen done during the past two 
years. The Council of the War Memorial had been asked if they could 
tend any financial support to the scheme, and had replied in the negative. 
In the past few weeks a new scheme had been initiated by the London 
Lodge of the B'nai B'rith, but i¢ seemed to him that thatcentre was 
intended rather for Jewish communal! business and as an entertainment 
centre, and that the literary side, the study of Judaism, would fill a very 
secondary place. He would ask the promoters of the new movement for 
a communal centre to flad a place in that Iostitute for the development 
of Jewish learning and science. 

Mr. A, J. COURN, of the B’oai Brith, said they did not want to limit 
the communal centre to the business side of the community. They 
wanted to take the same idealistic point of view as Dr. Myers took. 


After some remarks by Dayan Mendelsohn, Mr. IH. Cohen, and Mr. 


Coleman P. Hyman, 

Miss L. HANDS said that Dr. Myers’ idea of an intellectual cantre was 
part of a great world-schems which would influence Jewish politics from 
Palestine to New York. She felt they would be doing something of vast 
importance in creating that Angio-Jewish Institute. 

Mr. PHILIP SAMUEL sug¢ 2sted that, in view of the number of societies 
at present without suitable premises, the Union should secure one or two 
rooms in a central position which they could let to the various societies.

ANNIVERSARY DINNER. 


The first anniversary dinner of the Association of Young Israel 
Societies was held on Sunday at Abrahamson’s Restaurant, Wardour 
Street. The Cuier Rapp presided. Grace was chanted by Cantor J, 
Rosenblatt. 

The Cuter Raps said that although he was Hon. President of the 
Association that was the first time that he had had the privilege of being 
with them, and to judge from the enthusiasm, the material, msthetic and 
spiritual epjoyment of that function, he gathered that that was a very 
healthy movement, and there was every reason to hope that when they 
met at future anniversaries they would be able to look back with pride 
at that first birthday dinner. The movement had spread to other countries, 
He was struck by its name. All his life he had tried to grow old, but 
he liked to have dealings with young people, full of life and enthusiasm. 
A good artist had been defined as one who could look at Nature through 
the eyes of Adam. Anda good Jew might be defined as one who looked 
at life through the eyes of Abraham and Moses. The Jewish eyes 
could only be gained through study, through acquiring a first-hand 
acquaintance with the Jewish Bible, Jewish customs, and Jewish ideals. 
Dr. Jacks had recently said that truths could be divided into two classes— 
truths that could be spoken and truths that must be lived. They must 
not be satisfied with studying Hebrew as a language, with conferences 
and papers and listening to papers. They had to pursue the truth that 
must be lived—the old Jewish life. It was that soon Sw max 3 
which had conferred immortality upon Old Israel and made it eternally 
youthfal. If Young Israel followed that same course the movement could 
always be assured of his heartiest support. (Cheers.) ; 

Mr. MAURIC2 Myers, President, in reply, said that the Association 
rejoiced to have the Chief Rabbi at its hcad, and he hoped that he would 
fovter Young Israel in every way. In that movement they had a promise 
of a vigorous Jewish life. It would not justify its high aims unleas the 
members devoted themse!ves to serious study. But they could not sit 
down in the middle of the Whitechapel Road and study the Shulchitn 
(ruck, and he urged the Chief Rabbi to help their branches to meet the 
diMiculty of fiading suitable premises. He hoped that in the coming 
session they wonld greatly expand, 

Mr. PHILIP SAMUEL proposed the toast of “ The Guests,” and referred 
to the presence of Mra. Ucrtz, Dayan, Mrs., and Miss Mendelsohn, Cantor 
and Mrs. hosenblatt, Miss Lizzie Hands(Hon.S c. the Union of Jewish 
Literary Sccleties), and Mr. Alex. J. Coben (Hon. Sec. of tho London 
Lodge of the B'nei Brith). He alinded to the movement initiated by the 
B'nai Brith to estabiish a communal centre, and hoped that that iustitu- 
tion would help to meet the noeds in regard to premises.

From Mr. Philip Guedalla. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


SIR,—-My attention has been called to a letter from a Mr. Masters in 
your issue of June 8th, in which some reliance appears to be placed upon 
a speech of mine in proof of the alleged disloyalty of English Jews. A 
three-year-old sentence divorced from its context is an inaccurate guide 
to anyone's opinions, and I am glad to disappoint your correspondent 
by assuring him of my loyalty. 

My argument on the occasion to which he refers was directed against 
a peculiar class of Jews (now, happily, almost extinct), who appeared 
in 1920 to oppose a refuge ia Palestine on the ground that its institution 
might endanger the esteem in which they were held in these hospitable 
islands. I replied, in the speech to which he objects, that I preferred to 
protect suffering psople ; and I am not ashamed of that preference. 

It is almost superfluous to deal with the general drift of Mr. Masters’ 
argument. One cannot argue with persecution mania.

CXCI.—Jewish Kindness to Animal's. 
My DEAR CousIN, 

[It may perhaps be regarded as a sign of the times that whereas 
there is an unduly large amount of human suffering in the world, much 
of it the result of hatred, no little energy should be spent in the cause of 
animal welfare. Far be it from me, far bo it from any Jew, to deplore 
aby activities that may contribute to the diminution of the pain endured 
by dumb creatures. Jews welcome every ciuse that protects animals. 
But do not human beings also deserve that protection? The agitation 
which is connected with the Animals’ Defence League, admirable in 
every respect, ought surely to have running parallel with it another for 
the assistance and comfort of all those men, women, and chiidreu, of 
whatever country or creed they may be, who, throughout the length and 
breadth of Europe are subject to pain and distress whether they live 
in the Ruhr, or are helpless Jewish refugees in Poland, or are starving 
Russian peasants, or are homeless unemployed in our own land. 

Equally significant is the fact that the agitation to spread abroad the 
duty of kindness to animals should be marred by a feeling of much 
unkindness to human beings. Why cannot this movement. actuated by 
high humanitarian motives, proceed along its path without attacking the 
Jews, who were and are the staunchest humanitarians of whom history 
records? Those who have the cause of the animals so much at heart 
should find their readiest supporters among Jews, whose attitude to 
animals has at all times been marked by mercy and consideration. Are 
they not weakening their position by their attack on Siechi/a? And if, 
as some allege, their main purpose in this attack is to brand Jews as 
cruel, are they not guilty of bearing false witness’ They would surely 
be much better occupied in denouncing the cruelty of hunting, which is 
still considered the sport of ladies and gentlemen, in condemning pigeon 
shooting at Monte Carlo, or in appealing to all women to wear no more 
osprey feathers in their bonnets. These are real cases of cruelty; to 
attack S/iec/ufa is to set up an imaginary evil and tilt at that. 

My old friend, the Vicar, was talking to me on this very subject the 
other evening, and I could not help drawing bis attention to a passage ia 
Lecky’s “History of European Morals” which beara on the «uvestion. 
Lecky declares that consideration for dumb creatures is one form of 
humanity (Lecky says it is the one form—but let that pass) “ which 
appears more prominently in the Old Testament than the New.” The 
Rabbis, Lecky preceeds, “Lave been remarkable for the great emphasis 
with which they inculcated the duty of kindness to animals.” It is, indeed, 
one of the glories of the Jewish religion that from its carliest history 
down to this very day its devotees have been taught to practice kindly 
treatment of the brute creation. The Jew was forbidden to muzzie an 
ox while the animal was treading the corn, kill the mother and her young 
on one day, take away from her nest the dam and her little ones, and 
seethe a kid in its mother’s milk. Oa the Jewish Sabbath the ox and the 
ass were to rest no less than their master, and it was a direct injunction 


- to the Jew not to hire out his animais for work on the Sabbath. To ease 


an avimal’s burden was a paramount duty, whether the beast belonged to 
friend or foe. 

These sentiments, which unprejudiced observers have remarked, are 
unique in their character. One writer has gone 80 far as to assert that the 
Biblical laws of humanity in. regard to animals make Israel a great 
Animals Defence League! But the Bible does not stand alone. Later 
Jewish literature carries the tradition on through the ages; and | men- 
tioned a few instances tothe Vicar. Whocanrecall without deep emotion 
the concluding passage in the Book of Jonah’ ‘Tbe proplet cared for the 
gourd; God upraids him: “Should not I have pity on Niveveb, that 
great city ; wherein are more than six thousand persons .. . and 
also much cattle?” A truly Jewish sentiment! God is Father of all, of 
man no less than of beast; his mercy extends to all, even as the Jewish 
Psalmist expresses it: ‘ Thou savest man and beast, O Lord.” 

As for Ntabbinic writings, they abound io graciousness to animals. 
The Jew is positively forbidden to taste food himse’f before he has fed 
the dumb creatures belonging to OTP S193 TON 
wenn. The Jew is forbidden to purchase any living creature unless he 
bas made provision for its food— PNT 
mim ond PPNA j> ON won The Jew may transgress a religious pre- 
scription if it is necessary to come to the assistance of an animal in pain 
or distress. In order to stress its supreme importance, the Rabbis 
declared that the duty of kindness to animals is in the Torah itself-— 
WS. 

The Vicar listened attentively and remarked that it is monstrous to 
attempt to desoribe as crucl a people with such sentiments. I agreed. 
I pointed out how much consideration and kindbeartedness lay beneath 
these ordinances, and again I took down my Lecky and read to the 
Vicar a passage which. in view of the anti-Jewish bias evidenced among 
those who are engaged in the agitation to protect animals, should ‘not be 
left unmentioned: ‘The many beautifal traces of it [humanity in the 
former [the Old Testament), that indicate a sentiment, even where 
they do not strictly define « duty, gave way before an ardent philanthropy 
which regarded human interests as the one end, and the relations of man 
to his Creator as the one question, of life, and dismissed somewhat con- 
tem ptuously, as an idle sentimentalism, notions of duty toanimals. Thus, 
St. Paul turned aside the precept: ‘ Thou shalt not muzzle the mouth of 
the ox that treadeth out the corn,’ from its natural meaning, with the 
contemptuous question: ‘ Doth God take care for oxen?’” 

Unfortunately, cruelty cannot be dissociated from Christian Europe 
during the whole of its history. Christians were cruel to each other; 
they were cruel to those who did not profess their faith. And if human 
beings were cruelly treated, is it likely that animals fared better? The 
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point needs no elaboration. We know, I said to the Vicar. that there was 
once a sweet St. Francis of Assisi. There were probably others like him. 
But they were exceptional. The rule appears to have been laid down by 
one Catholic authority, who stated that if it is to the advantage of the 
Spiritual welfare of man, cruelty to animals is not only justifiable but a 
duty! Itis recorded of Pope Pius 1X. (1846-1878) that he prohibited the 
foundation in tome of a Society tor the Prevention of Cr uelty to Animals 
on the ground that it is a theological error to imagine that man has any 
duty whatever toward dumb creatures. 

[ assured the Vicar that Jews have little interest in the Christian 
aspect of this matter. But when their attitude to animals is questioned, 
when the Jewish method of slaughter, which is the most humane in 
existence, is attacked, when, further. the attemptis made, by implication 
if not expressly, to charge Jews with cruelty, then it is ouly just to point 
to the record of civilised Europe during the last nineteen hundred years. 
If those who are attacking ‘/-chifa io the interests of kindness to animals 
were really honest, they would first turn their attention to hunting and 
the slaughter of birds for the adornment of women, which the y would 
condemn in burving words. Dotheydoso’ Have they introduced a Bill 
into Parliament to make hunting illegal? Once again it wonld seem to be 
the old story: Is tut nichis. Der Jude wird verbrannt. 

The Vicar caught my meaning. I was grieved to make him so sad. 
But I could not help myself. Injustice always moves me to protest, and 
| consider this agita‘ion utjast in the extreme to Jews. Here, at any 
rate. is a watter on which Jewish teaching is a model to the whole world. 
Far from attacking Jews or Jewish methods, those who are Striving to 
educate public opinion on this question might well study what Jewish 
literature has to say upon it. They might even do worse than scatter 
abroad this teaching as one means of propaganda.

CXCI.—Jewish Kindness to Animals. 


My Cousin, 


[It may perhaps be regarded as a sign of the times that whereas 
there is an unduly large amount of human sufferiog in the world, much 
of it the result of hatred, no little energy should be spent in the cause of 
animal welfare. Far be it from me, far be it from any Jew, to deplore 
any activities that may contribute to the diminution of the pain endured 
by dumb creatures. Jews welcome every ciuse that protects animals. 
But do not human beings also deserve that protection? The agitation 
which fis connected with the Animals’ Defence League, admirable in 
every respect, ought surely to have running parallel with it another for 
the assistance and comfort of all those men, women, and chiidren, of 
whatever country or creed they may be, who, throughout the length and 
breadth of Europe are subject to pain and distress whether they live 
in the Ruhr, or are helpless Jewish refugees in Poland, or are starving 
Russian peasants, or are homeless unemployed iv our own land. 

Equally siguificant is the fact that the agitation to spread abroad the 
duty of kindness to animals should be marred by a feeling of much 


unkindness to human beings. Why cannot this movement. actuated by - 


high humanitarian motives, proceed along its path without attacking the 
Jews, who were and are the staunchest humanitarians of whom history 
records’ Those who have the cause of the animals so much at beart 
should find their readiest supporters among Jews, whose attitude to 
animals has at all times been marked by mercy and consideration. Are 
they not weakening their position by their attack on Siechi/a? And if, 
as some allege, their main purpose in this attack is to brand Jews as 
cruel, are they not guilty of bearing false witness’ They would surely 
be much better occupied in denouncing the cruelty of hunting, which is 
still considered the sport of ladies and gentlemen, in condemning pigeon 
shooting at Monte Carlo, or in appealing to all women to wear no wore 
osprey feathers in their bonnets. These are real cases of cruelty; to 
attack S/rec/ita is to set up an imaginary evil and tilt at that. 

My old friend, the Vicar, was talking to me on this very subject the 
other evening, and I couid not help drawing his attention to a passage ia 
Lecky'’s “History of European Morals” which beara on the «vestion. 
Lecky declares that consideration for dumb creatures is one form of 
humanity (Lecky says it is the one form—but let that pass) “ which 
appears more prominently in the Old Testament than the New.” The 
Rabbis, Lecky proceeds, “have been remarkable for the great emphasis 
with which they inculcated the duty of kindnessto animals.” It is, indeed, 
one of the glories of the Jewish religion that from its carliest history 
down to this very day its devotees have been taught to practice kindly 
treatment of the brute creation. The Jew was forbidden to muzzie an 
ox while the animal was treading the corn, kill the mother and her young 
on one day, take away from ber nest the dam and her little omes, and 
seethe a kid in its mother’s milk. Oa the Jewish Sabbath the ox and the 
ass were to rest no less than their master, and it was a direct injunction 
to the Jew not to hire out his animais for work on the Sabbath. To case 
an apimal’s burden was a paramount duty, whether the beast belonged to 
friend or foe. 

These sentiments, which unprejudiced observers have remarked, are 
unique in their character. One writer has gone so far as to assert thatthe 
Biblical laws of humanity in regard to animals make Israel a great 
Animals Defence League! But the Bible does not stand alone. Later 
Jewish literature carries the tradition on through the ages; and | men- 
tioned a few instances to the Vicar.

wnt. The Jew is forbidden to purchase any living creature unless he 
has wade provision for its food— "NW" 
and BN won, The Jew may tranusgress a religious pre- 
scription if it is necessary to come to the assistance of an animal in pain 
or distress. In order to stress its supreme importance, the Rabbis 
declared that the duty of kindness to animalsis in the Torah itself—

attempt to desoribe as cruel a people with such a I agreed. 
I pointed out how much consideration and kindbeartedness ley beneath 
these ordinances, and again I took down my Lecky and read to the 
Vicar a passage which, in view of the anti-Jewish bias evidenced among 
those who are engaged in the agitation to protect animals, should not be 
left unmentioned: “ The many beautiful traces of it (humanity in the 
former [the Old Testament!, that indicate a sentiment, even where 
they do not strictly define « duty, gave way before an ardent philanthropy 
which regarded human interests as the one end, and the relations of man 
to his Creator as the one question, of life, and dismissed somewhat con- 
tem ptuously, 48 an idle sentimentalism, notions of duty toanimals.

Unfortunately, cruelty cannot be dissociated from Christian Burope 
during the whole of its history. Christians were cruel to each other, 
they were cruel to those who did not profess their faith. And if — 
beings were cruelly treated, is it likely that animals fared better? e 
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point needs no elaboration. We know, I said to the Vicar. that there was 
once a sweet St. Francis of Assisi. There were probably others like bim. 
jut they were exceptional. The rule appears to have been laid down by 
one Catholic authority, who stated that if it is to the advantage of the 
Spiritual welfare of man, ernelty to animals is not only justifiable but a 
duty! It is recorded of Pope Pius 1X. (1846-1878) that he prohibited the 
foundation in Nome of a Society for the Prevention of C: uelty to Animals 
On the ground that it is a theological error to imagine that man has any 
duty whatever toward dumb creatures. 

[ assured the Vicar that Jews have little interest in the Christian 
aspect of this matter. But when their attitude to animals is questioned, 
when the Jewish method of siaughter, which is the most humane in 
existence, is attacked, when, further, the attemptis made, by implication 
if not expressly, to charge Jews with cruelty, then it is ouly just to point 
to the record of civilised Europe during the last nineteen hundred years. 
If those who are attacking SAvchita io the interests of kindness to animals 
were really honest, they would first turn their attention to hunting and 
the slaughter of birds for the adornment of women, which they would 
condemn in burning words. lo theydoso’ Have they introduced a Bill 
into Parliament to make hunting illegal? Once again it would seem to be 
the old story: Is tut nichts. Der Jude wird verbrannt. 

The Vicar caught my meaning. I was grieved to make bim so sad. 
But I could not help myself. Injustice always moves me to protest, and 
| consider this agita‘ion unjust in the cxtreme to Jews. Here, at any 
rate, is a watter on which Jewish teaching is a model to the whole world. 
Par from attacking Jews or Jewish methods, those who are striving to 
educate public opinion on this question might wel! study what Jewish 
literature has to say upon it. They might even do worse than scatter 
abroad’ this teaching as one means of propaganda.

The Slaughter of Animals Bill. 


A report of the Law and Parliamentary Committee was submitted. 
The following are the principal passages. 

A meeting was held at the Central Synagogue on the 7th June 
Charies Waley-Cohen, C.M.G., presided. 

The following fresh form of amendment to the Slaughter of Animals 
Bill was framed at an emergency meeting aummoned by Mr. J. M. Lissack, 
Chairman of the Food aud Shechita Committee, in lieu of that previously 
furnished to Mr. Harry Gosling, M.P.: 

Provided that nothing in this Ac‘ shall apply to any member of the 
Jewish faith certified by the President for the time being of the London 
Committee of Deputies of the British Jews as holding a licence from the 
Jewish Ecclesiastical Authorities to act asa slaughterer, when engaged in 
the slaughtering of animals according to the Jewish method. 
A3 Mr. Gosling was pressing for the fiaal form of amendment in order that 

he might substitute it for the one which he had withdrawn. it was sent to him 
at onc>, and it has boen learnt that he has put it on the Amendment paper 

The Committee accepted the amendment in question. It was resolved that 
in view of the possibility of the Bill not passing this session and of the fact that 
a number of persons had approached Mr. Gosling and others with alternative 
amendments, a small Sub-Committee, consisting of four members of tne Law 
and Parliamentary Committee and four membera of the Food and Shechita 
Committee, should be formed to cousider the matter at a later date in conjunc- 
tion with various persons ascertained to be interested in it. 

The Committee considered the following notice of motion submitted by 
Mr. M. J. Landa for the next meeting of the Board : : 

| That in view of the ruling of the Chairman at the meeting on Sunday, 

May 27th, 1923, the principle is hereby affirmed that the decision of the 

majority, expressed by vote, shall always prevail; and that the application 

of bye-law 19 for the purpose of defeating, or postponing a resolution is 
against the intention and spirit of such bye-law and is an improper exercise 
of the function of the Chair. 

The Committee advise that such notice of motion be ruled out of order a3 
the majority cannot overrule a bye-law except in the method provided in the 
bye-laws themselves. 

The Committee accorded a vote of thanks to Mrs. Arthur Franklin for 
defraying the heavy fee required for the setting of a paper to a Jewish candidate 
who was unable to pay the amount, and would otherwise have been put to the 
aliernative of desecrating the Sabbath or abandoning the paper. 


The PRESIDENT said that at the last meeting they had passed a 
resolution providing for an official Jewish amendment to the Slaughter of 
Animals Bill now before Parliament. On that occasion considerable 
objection was expressed to the wording of the proposed amendment, and

A Vote of Censure. 


The Board proceeded to consider a motion by Mr. N. Lazarus (New 
Road) in the following terms: 

That the Board disapproves of the action of the Chairman at the meeting 
held on the 27th May in refusing to put asa substantive motion an amendment 
duly carried by the Board, and in adjourning the vote on the same toa subsequent 
mesting under a threat to resign from office, the power bestowed on the 
President by Article 19 of the by-laws being inapplicable to the case. 

The PRESIDENT said that he thought it right to make some explana. 
tion before Mr. Lazarus moved his resolution. There were two points: 
(1) 1¢ was stated that he threatened to resigo, and (2) that he improperly 
adjourned the meeting. Le did not like the word “threat.” The duty 
of the President was to carry out the wishes of the Deputies (hear, hear), 
and if the Deputies should pass a resolution which he was unab'e or 
unwilling to carry out, it was his duty to resigu. On the last occasion he 
was bound to say a motion was submitted which he was both unable and 
unwilling to carry outif passed. Tne motion was tothe effect that the 
Deputies should produce a book which was to be written to order under 
the direction of a Committee composed of representatives cf the Deputics 
and the B'nai B'rith. He was reminded that he had himself written a book, 
and therefore had some experience. The second part of the motion was 
that they should raisea fund of £200, to enable this book to be sold cheaply. 
They had just voted a sum of money for an Assistant Secretary, and the 
result was that the Treasurers had to raise the assessment to the extent 
of £4 103., which was the full limit they were entitled to go by the Con- 
stitution. He would not put his hand in his own pocket nor approach 
his friends to raise such afund. He did not like raising funds for objects 
which he disapproved. He hoped this was not considered a&é a threat. 
Assuming a very large number of deputies voted for Mr. Lazarus's 
motion he would also feel it his duty to resiga. It was hinted that he 
had acted against the bye-laws. He could only say this: They were 
only entitled to use that hall up to one o'clock. That seemed to bim to 
be a serious matter. The house was rapidly emptying, and in these 
circumstances he thought it was not a proper time to take a serious 
division and thatit was only right to get the feeling of a fair majority of 
the Deputies. He accordingly adjourned the matter. It would be 
impossible for him or anybody else to preside unless a certain amount of 
discretion and latitude were left tothe President. He believed he had 
acted rightly. 

Mr, Henriques then vocated the Chair (which was taken by Mr. 
O. E, D’' AVIGDOR GOLDSMID) and quitted the hall while the debate was 
in progress. | 

Mr. N. LAZARUS said that he was extremely sorry that circumstances 
had arisen to make it necessary to move the motion which stood in bis 
name. It was not a personal motion. It was not directed against any 
person and was entirely unconnected with the nature of the amendment 
by Mr. Spiers in connection with which it arose. Thesole purpose of the 
motion was to obtain an amicable arrangement whereby the will of the 
Deputies should prevail at any given moment. He did not question tho 
right of the President to adjourn a meeting. He would not bave had any- 
thing to say if Mr. Henriques had closed the meettng before a vote was 
taken. Ile though it was necessary to retain the power which the 
Deputies had bestowed on the President, but he did question his right to 
interfere with the will of the Deputies as expressed by vote. When an 
ainendment was carried, there should be no interval before it was put as 
a substantive motion. By putting it to the vote the Chairman showed

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Man’s Efforts. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially written for the ‘‘ Jewish Chronicle.” 


~ Yea, I hated all my labour which I had taken under the sun. 
because I should leave it to the man who should be after me. And 
whoknoweth whether he shall be a wise manor a fool >? Vet shall 
he have rule over all my labours wherein I have laboured, and 
wherein I have showed myself wise under the sun. This also is 
vanity.’ —Ecclesiastes ii., 18, 19. 

From a material standpoint the reign of Solomon-—-the reputed 
author of this book—was a magnificent success. He sought pleasure with 
a zest which we should nowadays condemn, but which the spirit of his 
times accounted lawful in kings. More than that, he gave himself to 
great and imposing sacrifices, seeking diligently the welfare of his people 
as well as his own personal aggrandisement. We are reminded of the 
tasks to which this wise man gave himself. He reared palaces, 
laid out gardens, planned aqueducts, was a patron of art and music, 
fostered foreign trade, and helped by his munificence the religion of his 
forefathers. Dut he had unhappy forecasts of impending change, forthe 
Crown Prince of that day was not in all respects an ideal youth. 
Solomon found that his splendid works might be altered, or allowed to 
fall into neglect. His statesmanship might be reversed, his kingdom 
frittered away, his teachings and precepts set aside, and the Temple .he 


bad built tampered with. Already he-seems tothear the cry: “The king 
is dead, long live the king”: 


, and he feels sick at heart to think that the 
next king may possibly prove an iconoclast, a reactionary, a fool. And 
all that he feared actually came to pass. The powerful kinglom he bad 
built up was brought to ruin by his foolish son, Rehoboam, whose 
autocratic rule forced the people into rebelliov, and led to the disruption 
of his Empire. A rival established a separate kingdom of Israel, and set 
up shrines at Dan and Bethel to compete with Solomon's Temple in 
Jerusalem. 

Let ui consider some of the ordinary facts of life, and observe how 
they seem to justify the Preacher's frame of mind. Through thrift and 
unflagging toil a man gathers a fortune which reckless and self-indulgent 
chiidren scatter, and a few years suffice to see the last vestige of bis 
labour vanish. He was accustomed to speak of capital as accumulated 
labour, but his children think of it as stored-up feastiog, revelry, and 
laughter, and it takes to itself wings and flies away. Oca man builds up 
a fair and honourable name for those who bear it, end bis children trai! 
that name in the mire, and alienate the respect and contilenace for which 
it was once a synonym. After days and pights of minute research the 
scholar copgratulates himself that he has settled some scientific theory 
for all time, and within a few years of his death some new theory takes 
its place. Again, no legislation is looked upon as fioal. Flaws and 
blemishes reveal. themselves, and the structure has to be pulled down 
end replaced by something else. What is the teaching of all history, all 
experience’ That nothing is permanent, that at best we can only 
arrange things for our own lifetime. Somebody will come after us who 
will want to pull our laborious work to pieces, and no society for the 
preservation of ancient monuments can sav. it from the hand of the 
reformer or iconoclast. 

* That was the feeling which Israel's king had s9 many canturies ago. 
He longed to stamp his work with finality, toensureit against adjustment 
and revision. Death would put his enterprise at the mercy of others. 
He wanted to invest his own dead hand with porpetual power, but that 
is not permitted even tothe bestof men. Let us ask ourselves, lvoes not 
this resentment of the idea that our work may not have the stamp of 
finality about it imply a defective religious temper’? notconceivable 
that our work may not have been perfect, and that it will gain rather 
than lose by the process of adjustment and alteration we so bitterly 
resent? Ia the Preacher's lament we can detect a strain of self-idolatry 
which is both foolish and sinful. The last of power speaks in his dis. 
tempered words, and they are a warning to all of us. Why shoald 
posterity, out of sheer respect for us, abstain from trying to better our 
work? Itin the enterprises to which we have devoted our lives there is 
any promise of good and any possibility of adding to the measure of that 
good, it will be the clear duty of our successors to make the enterprises 
we have inaugurated yet more serviceable to the after-times, We are 
thinking of our mean, miserable selves rather than of others, when we 
fret and fume and sulk because our work is not likely to last for ever in 
the exact form in which it has left our hands. [Lot us not be so perti- 
nacious and self-opinionated. Let us not turn our holy task into 
arrogant Babel-buildipg, for that implies a false view of ourseives and of 
human life. Let us be content to d> our part alongside of others, not 
disdaining those whom we petulantly write down as fools, should such 
men ever come to have dominion over our work. 

The speech put into the mouth of Solomon indicates a lack of religious 
faith, a lack of faith in the providential sovereigaty of Gol. To assume, 
as he does, that after-history is dominated by cuance, and that all the 
odds are in favour of mischief-making imbeciles, is to stray into a con- 
dition of absolute infidelity. Let our work be holy, spiritual, unselfish, 
and God will accept it as a tribute to His own honour, and preserve it 
from the violations of the unknown future. That unseen Providence 
which watches and defends the welfare of mankind, receives into its 
gracious keeping all well-meant and honest work serving the Common 
good, for that is part of the great charge it has accepted. He whospends 
himself on what is highest labours together with God, and God lives on 
when His helper in service dies, and He will defend, enlarge and consunm- 
mate whatever has been sincerely done. If this be our distinction we 
need have no fear of the mischief which may be wrought by the witless 
blunderers and destructionists of the morrow. 
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The Anti-Semitic Movement in Prussia. 


Hitler's Slander Action. 


{From our Correspondent.) BERLIN, 

Following the flisc>s which ended the anti-Semitic agitation in 
Bavaria, a widespread aud deep-rooted campaign against the Jews has 
now been started in Prussia. It would appear that concerted action was 
arranged for to be started simultaneously in different pirts of the province. 
In the Reichstag, the notorious German Nationalist momber, Graefe, 
moved a vote of censure against the Minister, Mr. Severing. Concealing 
his real object by first attacking Mr. Sevcring’s attitude regarding the 
Ruhr question, Graefe went on to allege that the former had “done 
nothing to prevent the Eastern Jews from entering Germany, and 
that he must therefore ask the House to pass a vote of no con- 
fidence in the Minister.” The vote bas not yct been taken, and 
quite an anti-Semitic debate is expected when it is put. to the: 
House. He was followed by Deputy Wulle, who demandcd 
a law against “the Jew born in this country, and those who 
have entered it from abroad.” He went on to attack “international 
Jewish capitalism, and added that the Jews had betrayed Schlageter 
(who is now a popular hero in Germany) to the French, who shot him. 
Furthermore, the newly-founded organ of the “ National Fighting Uatons 
of the Realm ” has come out witha particularily violent onslaught on the 
Jews, concluding with the words: “Adolf Ilitler's great mission has been 
to make the German working mea see things in the right light, and so to 
enable them to shake «ff from the German people the chains of slavery 
imposed by stock-exchange capitalism. Soon the working men will be 
united, and then will come the great day of judgment by the peop'e.” 

Meanwhile, Adolf Hitler bas taken proceedings for siander agvinst 
the (’.. I. Zeitung and Artur Schweriner for an article published by 
Schweriner in that paper (the organ of the Central Uaion of German 
Citizens of the Jewish Faith) which stig natised Hitlerasatraitor. The 
trial will be held before the Miisich court, and some iateresting revelations 
are expected. 

In a tribute to the memory of Dr. Walther Rathenau, the anniversary 
of whose death is now being commemorated, the famous German poet, 
Gerhardt Ilaoptmann, writes: “Rithenau was a Jew: a fact that to a 
greit extent deprived Germany of his services—-to the irreparable loss of 
the country. TF anatical non-Jews, and evea anti-Semitic Jews fought 
against him. I have myself hid a conversation with a Jew at Muiioich, 
who gave expression to the very ileas thatled tothe murder of Kathenau. 
If under the sorry surfacs of our presest p diitical situ vtion there still 
remains anything goo!, any striving towards the light, that good is the 
direct result of the seeds sown by W dther Rithenau.” 

President Gru of the provincial Goveraor ofthe Rubr 
district, has publi<hed a letter refuting the accusation that the Jews on 
the Ruhr are disloval, and fraternise with the Trench. The Jews, he 
says, have acted in exactiy the mauneria which good Germans should act. 

The anti-Semitic orgin, the ityecrisch: Vateriand, has been sentenced 
to a fine of 30,000 marks for a libel ou the Central Usion of German 
Citizens of the Jewish Faith.

Following his return from a tour of foreign capitals in connection 
with the Hungarian Joav, Count Bethlen sent for the representatives of 
the Jewish community, and proposed that they should take the necessary 
steps abroad to obtain credits for Hungary, in return for which he would 
endeavour to abolish all restrictive legislation against the Jews. The 
Jewish representatives refused to make their rights as citizens conditional 
upon a financial agreement. 


Minorities Bloc in Lithuania.

Relief Work in Soviet Russia. 


[From our Correspondent. | KOVNO, 

The representatives of the national minorities in the new Chamber 
will form a dloc for the defence of their common interests, The Jewish 
Deputies will organise themselves into a group within the minorities bloc. 
Deputy Rosenbaum will be the Chairman of the Jewish group. 

An agreement has been reached between the Jewish relief organisa- 
tions working in Soviet Russia (the Joint Distribution Committee, the 
lea, the O.R.T., and the Jdgeskom), whereby the costs of professional and 
technical education will be borne by the “Joint” and the Ica. The 
practical work will be carried on through the O.R.T. The Jdgeskom will 
attend to child-aid and co-operative work; the O.R.T. will encourage 
agriculture; and the “Joint” and the Ica will deal with cultural work, 
The “ Joint "is to grant the sum of 10,000 dollars, and the Ica 6,000 dollars, 
for the agricultural school in Nowopoltowka. Theagreement still awaits 
ratification by the central organisations. 

The Jewish deputy Garfunkel has been elected a member of the 
Mandates Commission. 


Ford and the Presidency. 
Jewish Opposition. 


The Daily Telegraph correspondent in New York wrote last Monday : 
The possibility of Mr. Henry Ford, the motor-car manufacturer, becoming 
a candidate for the Presidency of the United States has aroused the Jews 
of the country to active opposition. lressure is already being brought to 
bear to persuade Mr. William Hearst, the newspaper proprietor, who has 
always professed high regard for the Jewish race, to withdraw his support 
from the “Flivver King,” in view of the anti-Semitic views published in 
the Dearborn Independent, Mr. Ford's newspaper. The Jewish Press ip 
New York has started a campaign to discredit both Mr. Ford and Mr. 
Hearst, and Mr. Herman Bernstein, Editor of the Jewish Tribune, pro- 
poses to bring a libel suit against Mr. Ford, with the object, it is stated, 
of forcing him to reveal the sources of his anti-Jewish attacks, and, it is 
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believed. disclose his unfitness forthe Presidency. Mr. Bernstein predicts 
that if Mr. Ford becomes a candidate 99 per cent. of the Jewish voters in 
the country will oppose him. 

Mrs. Hannah Hyman, of New York, who died on May 4rd, left sums 
of money ranging from 1,000 to 50,000 dollars to thirty-two charitable 
organisations. Twenty other charities are to be provided for by the 
executors. In all, over 500,000 dollars are left to charity. 


The “ Joint’s” Activities in Europe. 
Decisions of Vienna Conference. 


A conference of the Joint Distribution Committee, under the chair. 
manship of Mr. Felix M. Warburg and Colone! Lehmann, has been held 
in Vienna. 

The conference considered all the activities conducted by the Joint 
Distribution Committee in the different countries and discassad their 
gradual winding-up. The “Joint,” as a temporary organisation for the 
relief of the war victims, is not in a position to continue its work for an 
unlimited period. Yet, in so faras the funds perinit, everything which 
has been set up till now will be retained and completed. Lhe medica! 
work has been suspended in practically ali countries to such an extent 
that new undertakings are now being started. The refugee activity wil! 
be continued in all countries, in so far that it should be possib'o to solve 
the existing problem. The Refugee Departmert will cease to exist as 
from October Ist. That part of the work which is connected with 
emigration will have to be taken over by those orgarisations which have 
been engaged in the emigration work till now. The Department for 
Orphans’ Aid will continue its activity without any curtailment uotil the 
end of this year. The ‘Joint’ cannot undertake further pledges in this 
respect, yet, if sufficient means can be raised, an attempt will be made 
to continue the child-aid work until those children now under the supe: 
vision of the “Joint” will have been enabied to finish their education. 
The Reconstruction Department will continue on a large frcale the work 
which has been started for setting up again economical y the Jewish 
artisans and small traders who were ruined by the war. Activity wil 
also be started in the direction of rebuilding the devastated houses. 

Special attention was devoted to the relief activity in Iiussia. With. 
out any decision to liquidate or reduce this activity, it will be conducted, 
however, in such a way as to make possib'e the gradual strengthening of 
the previously existiog Jewish social organisations and welfare institu. 
tions. A liquidation of the work in Russia cannot be thought of at the 
present moment. The “Joint’s” work in Iuesia is to ba made as far as 
possible of a constructive character, and directed pirticularly towards the 
sup ort of agricultural activity among the Jews.— /!urean. 


The L.A. 
Varied Activities. 

The whole of the problem of Jewish em!grationis dominated by the 
question of the Russian refugees who have found a precarious shelter in 
Constantinople, in Kumania, andin Poland. The fate of these unbay py 
people, without resources, ceaselessly threatened with expulsion, avd 
unable either to return to Russia or to continue their journey westwards, 
has deeply movedthe wholeof Jewry. Great efforts on their behalf have 
been made by all the important Jewish organisations. The Ica, with 
the valuable aid lent by the Leaguo of Nations, has already achieved 
important results. 

At the beginning of last year there were about 5,000 Jewish refugees 
in Constantinople. Between 3.800 and 4,000 refugees left the city durirg 
the year. Of these, nearly %0U0 were enabled to do so as a direct con- 
sequence of the activities of the lca. Au arrangement with the League 
of Nations ensured the continuance of this work. An emigration bureau 
opened in Constantinople by the Ica has been of great assistance to 
the refugees, whose lot is now considerably improved. 

The number of Russo-Jewish refugees still in Rumania was recently 
estimated at about 11,000. ‘Fhe situation of these people is very serious, 
particularly in Bessarabia, which is under martial law. In conse quence 
of the representations of the Ica, the Rumanian Government consented 
to postpone the expulsion of these refugecs. The Ica bas received the 
support and co-operation of the War Victims Fund, the Alliance Israélite, 
and other inflaential bodies. The work of emigration is organised in the 
offices of the Ica in Bucharest, Kishineff, and Biejzi. 

The Ica has also taken an active part in the evacuation of the 
refugees in Poland, even before the decree of expulsion was passed. In 
eight months the Association arranged the emigration of more than 2,000 
refugees, Last month 11,000 of the refvxees still remained in the 
country. The Ica was successful in obtainiog certain modifications in 
the expulsion decree. Asin Rumania, the Association has received the 
support of other organisations inits work. Its central office isat Warsaw. 
Efforts are being made to secure the readmission to Russia of certain 
emigrants who had expressed a desire to return there. Kigbt hundred 
wish to goto Palestine, and 2,000 or 3,000 tothe Argentine, but the greater 
part of them wish to go to the United States. These people are sent to 
Danzig, there to await their departure. Since the Ica bureau at Danzig 
was opened in April Jast, 650 Polish refugees have been under its charge. 

The Association is also taking an active part in reconstruetion work 
in Kussia. In connection with the Joint Distribution Comittee. the 
Ica bas again undertaken colonisation work. and is instituting loom and 
credit banks. Since foreign organisations are pot vet allowed to have 
direct control of educationa! institutions, the Ica subventions schools 
page tig founded in the first place by the “Joint.” 

gives Assistance also to immigrants who settle 
colonies in the Argentine. Those who have 
country appear to be thoroughly satisfied with their situation. New 
concessions have now been made to the iomigrants. In addition to a 
plot of land and a house, a family is Supplied with live-stock and imple- 
ments; and after a year, when the immigrant is sufficiently acclimatised 
he is granted a larger plot of ground, varying from 30 to 100 hectares, 
according to the fertility of the soil. It is the aim of the Ica to develop 
the initiative and the independence of these farmers. The co-operative 
societies not only advance to their members the goods they need, bust 
also protect the interests of the colonists, and, in conjunction with the 
Ica, undertake the sale of agricultural products. Credit banks have been 
established, and the villages are developing rapidly. In the Montefiore 
colony (province of Sante Fé) a law court has been established, which 
allows disputes to be settled without the colonists being obliged to travel 


some sixty kilometres fro 
nearest court. m the colony to what was previously the 
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Jews in Russia. 


Question in Parliament.

Mr. McNrILt: A great many reports to that effect came to us, some of 
which were reliable and some not. But Owing to the military situation, 


it Was iimpossible for Sir H. Mackiuder to get sufficiently accurate stories 
im Order to farnish a report.

From Dr. W. M. Feldman, M.D., F.R.S. (Edin.) 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWIBH CHRONICLE. 

Sin, account of the meeting, to inaugurate an English branch of 
this splendid organisation, held at Jows’ College on the 10th inst., 
appeared im the last issue of your journal. At that meeting I 
took exception to certain remarks made by Dr. Schwartzmann in his 
very !ucid address, in which he explained the aims, objects, and achieve- 
ments of the “).Z2.E.,’ but the Chairman was of opinion that my 


criticism was of too scientific a character to bs relevant to the work of 
that meeting. I naturally bowed to his decision, but had Dr. Salaman 
a'lowed me to develop it, it would have been seen that my criticism 
was of no mere acatemic interest, but hada very twportant bearing upon 
matters which vitally affect the welfare of the Jews in Eastern Europe. 
May I, therefore, ask you for the hospitality of your columns to 
elaborate the points that I wished to develop at the meeting? My object 
in doing so is two-fold. I want, in the first instance, to correct an 
impression erroneously, though, I be ieve, sincerely held by many, both in 
this country as well asin America, who are opposed to the immigration 
of Jews from jlast2rn Europe on the ground that such immigrants are, 
from the point of view of physical development, below par, and are 
therefore (so they belicve) more liable to disease than are theinhabitants of 
the country in which they seek asylum. Secondly, there can, in my 
opinion, be no better method of injuring a good cause than by making 
extravagant and unwarranted claims in its favour. I say this with no 
other motive than the welfare of the organisation which Dr. Schwartzmann 
go ably and enthusiastically advocates, and with which I so heartily 
thise. 
ae ie. Sehwartzminn opened his addrcss by saying that the Jew was 
more susceptible to certaio diseases, such as tderculosis, because his 
chest measurements are less than those of the Gentile. However much 


such measurements may b® of value in comparing the fitness of different. 


of the same race, I wish to protest very strongly against the 
these and similar anthropological data to 
the fitness of any given race. There are s° |) iy factors that must be 
taken into acc unt when comparing the pathology of one race with that 
of another, that such things as height and weight or chest a 
afford very unreliable data for the purpose. Indeed, tubarculosis 
the best example to illustrate my point. Notwithstanding such eeagengi 
in chest measurements, statistics collected from different parts o : e 
world undoubtedly prove that Jews die much less from this disease em 
do the taller, heavier and broader chested Gentiles among whom ney 
live. iam sure that any doctor who has had any experience of eracnen 
amoug Jews must have been struck by their comparatively low mortallty 
from tuberculosis. 

Cholera, another disease mentioned by Dr. Schwartzmann, is one 
against which Jews have shown a most remarkable immunity. 
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About a year or 80 ago, Professor Karl Pearson gave an address befo» 
the Union of Jewish Literary Societies, at which he adduced the inferi: 
physique” of the Jewish child as an argument for restricting the imm: 
gration of Jews into this country. Such a contention is entire): 
erroneous, and fortified by Dr. Schwartzmann’s statement might result i. 
& grave miscarriage of justice to the foreign Jew. 

I think the time has come when the assessment of racial fitner 
should be estimated from gross avd particular mortality statistics unde 
comparable conditions, rather than from certain anthropological date 
When this is done, it will be found that the Jewish race, instead of bein 
physically inferior, is, on the contrary, on a much higher level of physics 
fitness than any other race in the world. Indeed, in the closing sentenc« 
of his admirable address, Dr. Schwartzmann pointed ont the remarkab! 
virility and tenacity for life of the Jew. 

The other point to which I wish to draw attention is Dr. Schwart. 
mann’s statistics with regard to the alleged low birth-weight of Jewils: 
infants born under recent conditions of distress and privation in Easter » 
Europe. I have not seen these statistics, nor do I know how they har 
been collected, but I have very little doubt that they are incorrect. Isa~ 
this because all scientific evidence goes definitely to prove that extern: 
environmental conditions of the mother can have very little influenc 
upon the well-being of the unborn infant inside her womb, and snc 
a priori theoretical expectations have been fully borne out by exa 
statistics collected in this country and in Germany before and during th 
war, when it was shown that there was absolutely no difference in th 
average birth-weights of these two groups. 

Far be it from my intention to minimise the great value of th 
philanthropic endeavours that are being made to improve the econom’ 
and other environmental conditions of expectant mothers in Easter 
Europe or anywhere else; but it seems to be a scientific fact that wha’ 
ever good such endeavours can and do rer der to the mother, the benefici: 
result to the unborn infant is, as far as we know, neg Igible. 

Good causes have 80 often been spoilt by allowing exaggerated stat: 
ments to be broadcast in their support, that I trust you will pardon n 
trespassing upon your columns at such ¢reat length.

FINANCIAL PROSPERITY. 


A meeting of the Board of the Federation of Synagogues was heid c 
Tuesday at the Jewish Girls’ Club, Leman Street. LORD SWAYTHLIN 
President, was in the Chair. 

A vote of condolence was passed :to, the family of the late Mrs. 
Chaikin, 

On the recommendation of the Executive Committee, Councillor Hari 
Kosky (Mayor of Stepney) was elected Vice-President. A letter wa 
read from Mr. Digby Solomon accepting for one year the post of Ho: 
Architect, in succession to his father, Mr. Lewis Solomon. 

The Executive Committee brought up a recommendation in regird 1 
the allocation of a grant of £200 from the Board of Shechita, which the 
sugc¢ested should be divided between the Talmud Torah Trust, the Chi. 
Minister, and the Secretary. The motion to refer the matter back we 
carried after discussion, in the course of which it was urged that tbh 
money should be applied to public purposes, and not to individuals. 

A discussion took place on a recommendation of the Executive Con 
mittee that the Board's representatives at the Shechita Board should t 
drawn from different synagogues. The recommendation was eventual 
carried, and the following were elected: Alderman H. M. Davis, Messr 
D. Frost, D. Galinsky, A. Goldstein, and A. Rosen. 

Mr. J. M. LipGort, Treasurer, in moving the adoption of the account 
said that the Federation was at long last financially independent, ti 
merbers’ contribution of 1d. per week having raised no less than £1,3% 
From that sum £500 had been voted to the Talmud Torah Trust. TL 
1d. per week had originally been intended to provide for the salary « 
the late Dr. Jung, and last year did provide £600 for the mombers of bh. 
family. The question of another minister would come up for consider 
tion in due course. Meanwhile, while no salary was being paid to. 
second minister, as much as possib’e of the proceeds of the levy w: 
being utilised for advances to federated synagogues. Daring 1922 eightee 
synagegues had repaid £1,287, by far the largest sum ever repaid in 
single year. £500 had already been advanced this year, and recommer 
dations for other advances, amounting to £1,600, were being submitted c 
that meeting. Thus the record sum of over £2,000 would be advanced i 
the current year. The parrot cry that the lederation only buried tb 
dead and did nothing for the living could scarcely be repeated now, i. 
view of the obligations the Federation had entered upon to its ow 
synagogues and other bodies. And the most satisfactory and encouragin 
part was that the money had not been provided from private sources, bu 
was the direct contribution of the members themselves. The Federatio 
would progress from strength to strength, provided it worked in uniso: 
for the common good and for the promotion of orthodoxy. 

A by-law of the Burial Society in regard to gratuities, was altered t 
make it more stringent, though on the suggestion of several members 
the rule was mide to apply solely to the solicitation, and not to th. 
acceptance of gratuities by officials of the Society. 

It was decided to be represented on the Visitation Committee of th 
United Synagogue, atan annual cost of £30. £100 was voted to the Talmu 
Torah Truat, and £15 to the Jewish Board of Guardians. 

The following advances were approved: £500 each to the Cannip 
Town. Bedford Street, and Great Garden Street Synagogues on certai 
conditions. Application for admission from three synagogues wer 
rejected or deferred in consequence of unsatisfactory architect 3 reports.

that he considered the matter had been fully discussed, and his only duty 
was to put an amendment duly carried as a substantive motion. They 
might reach this absurd position that a vote for a motion might be taken, 
and the Chairman might announce: “The votes against will be counted 
at the next meeting.” Then there was the threat of resignation. It was 
the feeling of a large number of Deputies that threats of resignation made 
thoir work very difficult. Were they to be compelied to ring up the 
President and ask him if be approved of any motion before giving notice ? 

Mr. M. J. LANDA (Leeds, Oid) seconded the motion, which he hoped 
would be pressed to a division. If they required any further grounds for 
the motion they had it in the speech of the President that morning. He 
contended that the by-law on which reliance was placed was intended to 
be used only in cases of serious disorder, and nothing of the sort prevailed 
at the last meeting. 

Mr. MORRIS MYER said he hoped the motion would only be used 
to give an occasion to Mr. Henriques to explain and assure them 
that the will of the Deputies should prevail. It would be unfortunate if 
they pressed it to a division. He was surprised at the action of Mr. 
Henriques, not because it was not in accordance with the bye-laws, bat 
because bis powers ought to be used very tactfully and with very great 
discretion. If what had taken place had happened in a real Parlia- 
ment, there would have been a revolution, 

Sir STUART M. SAMUEL (Shepherd's Bush) said that he sincerely hoped 
Mr. Lazarus's motion would not be pressed. This discussion was raging 
round a book which nobody had seen and which had not even been 
written. (Cries of “ That is not a question.”) He thought it wasa pity 
officials of the Deputies should give a threat of resignation. There was 
no policy involved. He thought the President had acted rightly in 
adjourning the meeting. 

Mr. F. S. Sprers, O.B.E. (Glasgow, Garnethill) said that the President 
in his astonishing speech had said that one of the reasons why he had been 
unable to put his (Mr. Spiers’) amendment as a substantive motion, was that 
be bad not bad an opportunity of knowing what was precisely its aims. 
He had sent in his motion to the Secretary a fortnight before the meeting 
as an independent notice of motion. It was seen by the President, and he 
received au intimation that the President did not desire the motion tobe 
put on the notice paper because he could move it as an amendment to 
the Press Committee's report. 

Mr. Nevitue J. LDASKI (Manchester, South Broughton) said it would be 
deplorable if the discretion of the President were to be interfered with. 

Mr. D. SuArP (Hammersmith) said that he believed there was a 
certain section of the Veputices, which wascontinously opposed toany body 
in authority. 

This statement led to considerable uproar and cries of “ withdraw!” 

Mr. B. S. STRavS, J.P. (East London) asked whether that was a 
proper expression. 

The CHAIRMAN declined to intervene, and Mr. SHARP said that they 
had the greatest confidence in Mr. Henriques. 

Mr. 8. FRAts (Preston) urged that the matter be adjasted amicably. 

Dr. S. Datcues (Leeda Beth Hamedrash) expressed the hope that Mr. 
Henriques would make a more conciliatory statement. 

On the motion of Mr. B, A. FersHt (Darlington), the closure was 
carried. 

Mr. Lazarus rose to make a statement, bat the Chairman refused to 
allow him to do so, as the closure had been carried. 

The motion was defeated by 95 to 34. 

Mr. Henriques resumed the Chair amid cheers. 

Mr. M. J. LANDA gave notice to move an amendment to bye-law 19 to 
the effect that it should only apply in cases of disorder. 

Mr. Fk’. S. Spiers asked leave to withdraw his motion. 

The PRESIDENT explained that he was in the provinces at the time 

and had only examined it very hurriedly. 
Several members protested thatthe motion having been carried as an 
amendment could not now be withdrawn, but leave was given by 95 to 10. 

Lord ROTHSCHILD (Manchester Great) said that in consequence of the 
withdrawal of the motion there was now no question of his resi¢oation. 
He stated that a book on these lines was in preparation by an outside 
onublisher which he hoped would satisfy Mr. Spiers. 


Foreign Laws on Libels, 


The following report of the Press Committee was adopted : 

The Committee met on Juue llth at the Central Synagogue. Lord 
Rothschild presided. 

The Committee considered the question of reprinting and circulating the 
letter which had been written by the Mayor of Hackney to the “ Britons,” but 
was unauimously of opinion that it could not recommend this course, 

The Committee has resolved to endeavour to obtain from abroad statements 
as to the laws relating to proceedings for slander ant libel against Communities, 
and information on various matters of importauce both from home and foreign 


sources. 
The Religious Teaching in Russia. 


The following report of the Joint Foreign Committee was submitted: 

A meeting of the Committee was held on May 30th. Mr. H. 8. Q. Henriques 

E.C., presided, 
Russo JEWISH REFUGEES. -The Secretary reported that at the request of 
the Joint Committee, acting on behalf of al! the most important Jewish Relief 
Organisations, a meeting of the Advisory Committee of the High Commissariat 
of the League of Nations was held on April 20th, to consider the serious crisig 
which iad arisen through the Decree of Expulsion issued against the Russian 
refugees in Poland. Mr. Lucien Wolf represented the Joint Committee and 
allied societies. The resuit of the meeting and of subsequent negotiations was 
an arrangement under which the crisis has been deprived of its acuteness. The 
Polish Government agreed at once to postpone the expuisions in the cases of 
refugees possessing overseas passports until September Ist, and to act with due 
consideration in other cases. On their side the Jewish Relief Societies under- 
took to take measures for the evacuation of the refugees within a reasonable 
period. A full report on this subject, together with a selection of documents 
relating to the negotiations, has been prepared, and will be published shortly. 

Tae Jews or Rumanta.—The long and strenuous struggie for the em anci- 

ation of the Jews of Rumania has been brought to a satisfactory conclusion 

y the voting of the new Constitution. The form of the Article relating to the 
Jews leaves much to be desired, but in substance its effect will be to give 
Rumanian citizenship to all native Jews. It is possible that there maybe a few 
hard cases of exclusion, but they can be very few, and, if need be, may be dealt 
with ander the Minorities Treaty or the new Naturalisation Law. In view of 
the assurances of the Government on all outstanding and doubtful points, the 
Joint Committee waived its eg to the new Constitution, and its action 
in this respect was approved of by all the Jewish members in the Rumanian 
Pariiament, The fact that special Minority rights have not been recited in the 
new Constitution is of no great importance. These rights are secured by 
Treaty, and there will always be time to defend them when they are definitely 
refused either by legislation or administrative action. 

AUSTRIA AND HUNGARY.—-A voluminous correspoadence relating to the 
grievances of the Jews ia these two countries was submitted to the Committee, 
The Hungarian Government recently filed with the League of Nations stati-tical 
tables intended to show that Jews do not suffer under the numerus clausus applied 
to the Universities. The Joint Committee has, however, declined to admit the 
legality of the numerus clausus in any form, and a Note to this effect has beer 

dressed to the League of Nations. With regard to the numerus clansnes in 


Austria which is ostensibly aimed at foreign students, Mr. Lucien Wolf took the 
opportunity while he was in Geneva of calling the attention of the Advisory 

ommittee to the obstacles which it might place in the way of the work of the 
High Commissariat. The result was that Dr. Nansen was asked to address a 
friendiv remonstrance to the Austrian Government, and this was done on the 
following day. The Joint Committee bave reason to hope that the Austrian 
Government will meet ite wishes on the Options Qaestion. 

RELIGION IN SOVIET Reussta.—The Secretary reported that in accordance 
with a resolution passed by the Joint Committee at ite meeting on March 28th, 
a circular letter was addressed to the heads of charches in this country enclosing 
a copy of the Committee’s memorandum on the persecution of Judaism in 
Soviet Russia and expressing the opinion “ that in any further action that may 
be taken it is desirable that all the churches should act together in defence of 
the spiritual conceptions and moral sanctions which are their common 
property.’' This letter, which was sent ont on April 4th, was approved by the 
Chief Rabbi. It was followed by the issue ten days later of the protest of the 
churches with which the public are already acquainted and in which the 
suggestion of the Joint Committee was acted upon. 

Dr. 8. Datcnes drew attention to the question of the suppression of 
religious teaching in Russia, and said that British Jewry had not yet 
done its duty vis d-vis this great outrage. He favoured public protests, 
and urged the Committee to consider the matter. 

Mr. Ernest? Lesser (United Synagogue) said that in view of the 
allegation that Jews were prominently associated with the Bolshevist 
regime such a protest would correct that inipression. 

The report was adopted. 

Further References to Slaughter of Animals. 


A report of the Food and Shechita Committee contains tho 
following further references to the slaughter of animals: 

‘The Committee bas cousidered the Protection of Animals Bill just intro- 
duced to the House of Commons, and is giving the matter its best atlteution, 


The Kill contalns a provision requiring the stunning of animals prior to 
slaughtering, but includes the provisoin favour of the Jewish method which 
appeare in the Ministry of Health Model By-Laws. 

In view of a Conference at Glasgow on the subject of humane slaughter. 
ing considerable trouble was taken to provide leading local Jews with the 
necessary material for meeting auy attack on Shechita. Asa resultof this 
action and the energy of members of the lo | community the meeting passed 
off without anv attack being made. The thanks of the Committee have been 


gent to Mr. Michael Simons and the Kev. BE. P. Phillips.of Glasgow, who were 
specially active in dealing with the situation. 

On the Committee's saggestion, Professor Haffkine is preparing 
pamphlet on Shechita. 

Attitude to Soviel Government, 

Mr. BERTRAM Jacobs, LL.B. (Newport, Mon.), moved: 

That the attitude of the Joint Foreizu Committee towards the Soviet 
Government of Russia is not in the best interests of our brethren ia that country. 
He said that from time to time certain Depaties had taken objection to 
the attitude of the Joint Committee towards the sovict Government in 
Russia. They thought it was only due to the Deputies that they s)ould 
give a fuller statement of their views. He wauted to remini the 
Deputies of the great change—the vital change—that took place in the 
position of the Jcw iu liussia asa result of the coming into power of the 
Revolutionary Governiuent. A large number of disabilities under which 
the Jews had sultercd were abolished, and they were treated as equal 
citizens. They had cot rid of the abomination of the “ yellow ticket.” 
They had got rid of the Pale of Settlement. And, above all, it 
was perfectiy. plain that although they had not entirely got rid 
of the pogrom, the boviet Government had retluced it to very tiny dimen- 
sions. The position of the Jew in Kussiato-day was extremely precarious, 
The great change depended entirely on the existence of the Sovict 
Goverument itself. He admitted that he had not himself been to Russia, 
and had made no inguiry on the spot. but he had followed very closely 
writings on the subject. The latest book on Kussia was that by Mr. Ff. A. 
Mackenzie, a very close observer. He had mo sympathy with the 
Boishevists, but he devoted a page or two to the Jews, and he declared 
that one of the first things that would happen in many parts of Russia, 
were the Soviet Government to lose its power, would be a massacre of 
the Jews on a scale that would make all previous pogroms look 
insignificant. That Mr. Mackenzie was right in attributing the protection 
of the Jews solely to the Soviet Government, and not to any change 
of heart on the part of the Greek Church or the people generally, they 
could see for themselves in the position of our people in other countries 
where the Soviet Government was not in power or where its position had 
weakened. They had only to read the Jewish Chronicle, week by week, 
to see the tale of suiferings of our people in those countries detached from 
Russia. The Joint Committee had sent out Mr. Lucien Wolfand collected

The Denikin affair was a horrible one. Only one British paper published 
the report of Denikin’s own Committee, formed to support him, and pro- 
tested against what was going on. It did not report it in full, because the 
parts omitted were unprintable, But the parts printed were bad enough. 
Only the meeting before last a question was put to Mr. Wolf in regard to 
the position at Viadivostok, where it was reported that the Whites had 
driven out the Reds, and Mr. Wolf said that if the report was true the 
position of our people would become very precarious. He wanted to do 
away with thé policy of pin-pricks, and urged that the Joint Committee 
should recognise in a generous spirit what the Sovict Government had 
done for Jews. Even the religious question, bad as it was, ought not to be 
exaggerated beyond its true proportion. Our people would manage to 
instruct their chiliren in the principles of the Jewish faith, and they must 
remember that if they got rid of the Soviet Government there would 
probably bo no younger generation to instruct, and the blood of their 
brethren would cry out to them from the ground.

The British Treaty with King Hussein, 


OFFICIAL RESUME. 


The Palestine Weekly publishes the following, which it describes as ap 
official résumé of the British Treaty now being negotiated with King 
Hussein : 

Article I provides for peace between the two Governments and the 
prevention of the territory of either being used asa base for activities 
against the other. 

The text of Article LI is as follows: 

His Britannic Majesty andertakes to recognise and support the 
independence of the Arabs in Irak and Trans-Jordan and the Arab 
States of the Arab Peninsular exclusive of Aden. As regards 
Palestine. His Britannic Majesty bas already undertaken that nothing 
will be done in that country which may prejudice the civil and 
religious rights of the Arab community. In the event of the 
Governments of apy or all of these territories expressing the 
desire to enter into an association for Customs or other purposes 
with a view to eventual confederation, His Britannic Majesty will, if 
requested to do so by the parties concerned, use his good offices to 
farther their desire. 

His. Hashimite Majesty recognises the special position of [lis 
Britannic Majesty in Irak, Trans-Jordan, and Palestine, and uader. 
takes that in such matters as come within the influence of Llis 
Hashimite Majesty concerning these countries, he will do his best to 
co-operate with His Britannic Majesty in the fulfilment of his 
obligations. 


In Article ITI the King of the Hedjas undertakes to maintain the 
friendly relations which existed before the war between himself and the 
ruler of Asir and the ruler of Najd. 

In Article [V His Hashimite Majesty undertakes to endeavour to 
settle, by friendly negotiations, all disputes as to frontiers between his 
territories and those of the rulers of Asir and Najd; and His Britannic 
Majesty undertakes to use his good offices when desired in assisting in the 
settlement of such disputes. 

In Article V His Britannic Majesty undertakes to restrain, by all 
peaceful and practicable means, any aggression on the territories of His 
Hashimite Majesty within such frontiers as may ultimately be 
determined. 

Article VI provides for the appointment by His Hashimite Majesty 
of an agent in London and by His Britannic Majesty of an agent at Jeddab 
or other seaport town. His Hashimite Majesty may also appoint Consular 
agents in. England and India; similarly, His Britannic Majesty shall be 
entitled to appoint Consular agents at Jeddab and such other seaport 
towns as His Britannic Majesty may deem expedient. These agents and 
Consular agents shall enjoy the usual diplomatic ani Consular privileges. 

In Article VII His Hashimite Majesty recogul+es the quarantine 
arrangements provisionally set up by His Britannic Lajesty in Kamaran 
to fulfil the provisions of the International Sanitary Convention of 1912; 
and His Britannic Majesty agrees to recognise snch complimentary 
measures as are to be taken in Jeddah or other ports of the territories of 
His Hashimite Majesty in accordance with regulations to be published 
by His Hashimite Majesty. 

In Article VIil His Britannic Majesty undertakes not to interfere 
with the measures taken by His Hashimite Majesty for the care of 
pilgrims; and His Hashimite Majesty undertakes to assist efforts made 
a0 igi British subjects to contribute to the welfare of pilgrims in the 

jas. | 
_ Article IX provides for the fixing of a definite sum per pilgrim by 
way of dues and for publishing annually the amount fixed. 

Recognition of the Hashimite status of subjects of His Hashimite 
Majesty in the territories of His Britannic Majesty, is provided in Article 
X. Similarly, provision is made for the recognition by His Hashimite 
Majesty of the British status of British subjects within the territories of 
His Hashimite Majesty 

Article XI provides for the handing over to the British Representative 
in Hashimite territories of the property of British subjects who may die 
in His Hashimite Majesty's territory ; such property to be disposed of in 
accordance with the law applicable to the case. 

Article XIl provides for the attendance of a British Consular repre- 
sentative in the Hashimite Courts during the hearing of a case in which a 
British subject is plaintiff or defendant, and for adjournment of any judg- 
ment in the event of the British Agent desiring to make representations 
on the ground of equity. The provisions of this Article do not apply in 
the case of British subjects or persons enjoying the protection of [lis 
Britannic Majesty who are habitually resident in Hashimite territories.

retary for the Colonies, last Monday, whether he had anything to 
report with regard to the present position of Sir Herbert Samuel's 
Advisory Council; whether the Moslem and Christian members were 
contemplating resigning; and whether the views which had prompted 
this protest would be taken into consideration in shaping the future 
policy of the Government in Palestine ? 

Mr. ORMSBY-GORE: The position is that the Arab members of the 
Advisory Council have written to the High Commissioner stating that 
they are unable to participate until an assurance has been iven that 
they will not thereby associate themselves with the Constitution, as set 
up by the Order-in-Council of 1922. Sir Herbert Samuel is proceeding to 
Eogland on leave very shortly, and until the Secretary of State has had 
an opportunity of discussing the whole question with him, I should prefer 
to make no further statement. I wili only say that the Amendment 
Order-in-Ccouncil recently published, provides for all contingencies, and 
places the High Commissioner in a position to carry on the administration 
of the country, whetber or no a particular community or its representa- 
tives abstain from co-operation. The House may rest assured that 
His Majesty's Government will support him in doing so. 

Sir FRANK SANDERSON (C., Darwen) asked whether, in view of the 
repeated failures cf the Government to establish a successful representa- 
tive Legislative Assembly in Palestine as shown, firstly, by the fact that 
on the 20th May the Palestine Administration declared the election to be 
nui! and void ; secondly, the failure of the Government to form a Legislative 
Council: and, thirdly, the refusal of the Arab population to vote for the 
candidates to act on the proposed Advisory Council, His Majesty's 
Government will reconsider their whole policy in relation to Palestine 
and grant a national government elected by a majority of the inhabitants 
of that country, Moslem, Christiap, and Jew, with powers of control over 
their own internal affairs. 

Mr. ORMSBY-GORE said there never was any question of the Arab 
population being invited to vote for the proposed Advisory Council. 

Mr. H. Becker (Ind., Richmond) asked thé Under Secretary for the 
Colonies if his attention had been drawn to the fect that the Government 
of Palestine was authorising the change of all the laws and nearly all the 
names of towns and villages from Arab, Roman, and Greek to Hebrew ;

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The Palestine Ambush. 


ADVISORY COUNCIL RESIGNATIONS. 
[From our Correspondent.) JERUSALEM. 


In official circles in Jerusalem surprise is expressed at the prominence 
given by the London Press to the attack by notorious Druse brigands on 
the company of gendarmes in Northern Palestine. The affairis not taken 
seriously here, although it has compelled the High Commissioner to cancel 
some of his engagements in the North and to return to Jerusalem. Sir 
Herbert Samuel attended the funeral of the murdered gendarmes at 
Nazareth, All the brigands have been arrested, with the exception of one, 
who, although seriously wounded, escaped. The prisoners state that 
they were unaware that the party they were attacking was British. They 
were apparently under the impression that their act was directed against 
French troops. It is understood locally that Sir Herbert Samuel's visit to 
Metullah is connected with negotiations which are at present in progress 
between the British and French authorities with a view to including the 
Jewish colony of Metuilah and about twenty other villages in Syria in 
the British sphere of influence. At the present time Metullah is the only 
Jewish colony which is not included within the Palestine frontier. 

It is confidently expected that the Government will find other promi- 
nent Arabs to serve on the Advisory Council in the place of those who 
have resigned. Should this not be the case, another form of administra- 
tion will be devised. 

Sir Herbert Samuel has now left for Eocland, after having postponed 
his journey for a week. It is understood that the postponement was 
occasioned by a new development in the negotiations with the Arab 
members of the Advisory Council, who are said to be willing to remain 
on the Council if some formula can be found which will do away with 
the necessity for them officially to recognise the Balfour Declaration. 

‘ General astonishment has been occasioned here by the action of a 

deputation representing the Agudath Israel Organisation and the orthodox 
council of Ashkenazic Jews at Jerusalem in embarrassing the Govern- 
ment at the present juncture once more by their demands to be exempted 
from the proposed taxation scheme of the Vaad Leumi, on the grounds 
that the Jewish National Council does not represent their adherents. 

Dr. Lurie, the head of the Jewish Education Department, announces 
that he will resign from his post should the Carisbad Congress carry into 
effect the proposal to limit the Palestine Education Budget to £50,000, 


The Jewish Correspondence Bureau representative in Jerusalem learns 
that the resignation of the Arab members of the Advisory Council is not 
final. The Palestine Government is publishing a statement, which it is 
believed will satisfy the demands of the Arabs in the matter of the 
Advisory Council. 


The Palestine Elections. 
SIR HERBERT SAMUEL'S REPORT. 


The papers relating to the elections for the Palestine Legislative 
Council, 1923, have just been officially published, They consist of the 
report by the High Commissioner on the elections, a telegraphic state- 
ment by the High Commissioner for Palestine to the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, giving the text of the aunouncement published in 
Jerusalem on May 29th, and, as an appendix. the text of the Palestine 
(Amendment) Order in Council, 1923. 

Sir Herbert Samuel, in his report, outlines the procedure for the 
elections, in the course of which it is said: “There was no property 
qualification. For the purpose of the Order a Palestinian citizen was 
defined to mean a Turkish subject habitually resident in Palestine at the 
time the Order came into force (September Ist, 1922), or a person of other 
than Turkish nationality habitually resident in Palestine at that date 
who, between September ist and October 5lst, 1922, made before the 
Governor of the District a declaration of intention to opt for Palestinian 
nationality in the following terms: ‘I hereby declare that I intend to 
apply for Palestinian citizenship and to reside permanently in Palestine.’ 
There was a large measure of non-co-operation.” continues the report, 

which was due mainly to active agitation conducted by members of the 
Committee of the Palestine Arab Congress, but not a little to political 
apathy, to lack of contidence that representative persons would be elected, 
and to a feeling among the population that a Legislative Council would 
not bring any better government or any better protection of their interests 
than that already afforded by the present administration. Jews and 
Druses participated in the elections to tlie fullest extent. 

“The proportion of votes cast to the number of primary voters on the 
registers is: Moslem polis, 18 per cent.; Jewish polls, 50 per cent. : 
Christian polls, 5°5 per cent.” 


Lieutenant-Colonel Kisch. 
MAY JOIN ZIONIST EXECUTIVE. 


According to information from a well-informed source in Jerusalem, 
Lieut,-Col. Kisch may shortly become Political Secretary of the Zionist 
Fxecutive in London. Col. Kisch accompanied the High Commissioner 
to Ludd on the latter's departure for England last Wednesday. 


Trade Union Movement in Palestine. 
AFFILIATED TO INTERNATIONAL FEDERATION. 


The Palestine Federation of Trade Unions has just affiliated to the 
International Federation of Trade Unions. It isthe first Eastern organi. 
sation to link itself up definitely with the Western labour movement. 

It is (says the Daily Herald) mainly Jewish, both in origin and con- 
stitution, for the local Arab popalation is as yet almost unaffected by 
industrialism, and many of the peasants continue to live under feudal 
conditions. The Federation, however, is anxious to encourage friendly 
relations between Jewish and Arab workers. Non-Jewish workers are 
freely admitted as members of trade unions.

The Arab and the Jew. 


England and Palestine. 


By HERBERT SIDEBOTHAM. 


Flow is it that so few people in England can be got to take an interes 
in Palestine, even when, as lately, it figures prominently in the news? 
One reason, I suppose, is that people try to imagine Jews of their 
acquaintance tending sheep in Judea or sowing barley in Sharon, and, 
finding the picture comical, proceed to write down the whole idea of 
Zionism as a pose or a fad. 

Yet the Jew is good— sometimes too good—at taking the colour of hig 
surroundings. Except in Scotland, he makes a successful colonist, and [ 
once heard a very distinguished statesman wax enthusiastic over a visit 
he had paid to a Jewish agricultural colony in Palestine. “ Beautiful 
deep-bosomed women,” he exclaimed; “lithe strapping fellows—make 
perfect mounted police in South Africa or the North-West; children in 
plenty ; the only real cleanliness and tidiness I have ever seen in the 
Fast in their fields and streets. And yet” (he continued) “ these splendid 
children of Israel wore only children of the ghetto in Lodz or Bucharest 
two generations ago.” 

idea of Nationality. 


There must be something in the itea of Jewish nationality which 
fascinated Cyrus and Alexander, Julius Cesar and Napoleon, and Inglish 
statesmen of such contrasting types as Disraeli and Balfour, Lord ltobert 
Cecil and Lloyd George, Joseph Chamberlain and Shaftesbury. l[ngiish 
people were justly moved by the sorrows of Belgium in the War: but, 
after all, here is a people which lost its home in Palestine eighteen 
hundred years ago, which has almost acquired the habit of exile—in 
Egypt, or by the waters of Babylon, or in Cordova or Warsaw or New 
York—and still has never ceased to pray for Zion. The only man who 
has a real right to argue against Zion isthe Jew himself (as he frequent! y 
does). 

When Titus returned from the sack of Jerusalem. the people of 
Antioch sent a deputation to him to say that they didn’t like their Jews, 
and might they get rid of them? Ah, no, replied Titus, not now, for they 
have no country of their own to go to. There are a good many Jews 
to-day who turn that argument round and say that if they get a country 
of their own they will be persecuted in their adopted countries and mate 
to go there. There is not much in the argument, for Palestine is, after 
all, only about the size of Wales, and is already half populated with 
Arabs. It will not hold half the people who are liable to pogrows, let 
alone the people who are happy and prosperous in their adopted 
countries. For these last Palestine is not intended, any more than 
Australia was intended for or made by the scions of British aristocracy. 

Is it any business of ours? For well or ill, Palestine is very much 
our business. If there were no Palestine we should have to mako one, 
and if there were no Jews we should have to make imitation Jew Robots 
to live in Palestine. The reason is the Suez Canal. If there were no 
Palestine, the French in Syria would race the Tarks who got to the 
Canal first. Remember that we have also promised to give Hhgypt 
independence. How are you to defend the Canal, squeezed in between 
Frenchmen or, perhaps, Tarks on one bank and Egyptiaus anxious to get 
your army out of their country on the other bank? 

j)-fence is inconceivable in so narrow acorridor. [Fither you have 
got to give up the idea of defending the’Canal, or you have to hold down 
Egypt with your troops, or you have got to defend the Canal from the 
Palestine side. The first two courses are impossible; and therefore you 
are driven to the idea that the Canal can only be defended from Palestine, 
on which side the danger is. Which then is better—to make at vast 
expense a great British place of arms of Judea, or to make a patriotic 
nation of Palestine, which will defend the approaches to the Canal 
because the crossing of her territory by a belligerent army is au insult to 
its nationhood—precisely as Belgium resisted the attack on France being 
made over her territory ? 


England's Zionist Policy. 


But granted that Palestine is our business, is it practical business? 
Can we establish a national home for Jews against the opposition of the 
Arabs of Palestine? And if we could do it, is it fair to the Arabs? I 
confess that it surprises me to find the racial prejudices of the Arabs in 
Palestine (who, unlike their brothers of the Hedjaz, never lifted a finger 
to help us in the War) solemnly weighed against a supreme British 
interest like the defence of the Canal. But let that pass. Exactly what 
are we doing officially to further Zionism ? 

Our measures are these: (1) Jews are allowed to enter the country 
only when there are economic openings for them and when they are in 
possession of a certain amount of capital. To ensure the right kind of 
immigrants the Government maintains relations with a branch of the 
Zionist Organisation which looks after the immigrants. (2) In the Con- 
stitution that has been promulgated provision is made for the minority 
representation of Jews, and there is an official majority of the Legislative 
Council. (3) In order that the country may have access to Jewish money 
and brains, it recognises the Zionist Organisation as a liaison agency, 
especially for works of public utility. Nota single example of unfair 
preference of Jews to Arabs in the allocation of posts has ever bee 
established. 

 §uez Canal the Crux. 


T fail to see anything approaching an Arab grievance in these 
provisions. Yet the Arabs not only boycotted the elections, but when 
Sir Herbert Samuel nominated six Arabs to serve with two Jews on his 
Executive Council the Arabs resigned. An Arab strike against taxes is 
not obscurely prophesied as the next move. 

Il am sorry for Sir Herbert Samuel, who has done his best in very 
4ificult conditions, and now finds himself, despite all his concessions to 
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the Arabs, at a complete deadlock. I believe that there is nothing for it 
but an appeal to Parliament and people of England for a Mandate. The 
case for this mandate I have tried to state. We must keep a hold on 
Palestine for the sake of the Canal; the best hold fs a prosperous, patriotic 
Palestine that will dispute the passage of its territory to anyone wishing 
toattack the Canal. Alone the Arabs cannot form sucha Palestine; with 
the help of the Jews they can. 

if these points can be established, the Government will get a man- 
date from the people of Fogland worth far more than any other mandate. 
And when it is given, the opposition of the Arabs, which is partly 
anti- British tn its inspiration, partly a gamble on English public opinion, 
will, I am convinced, cease at once.—R-/erce. 


The Zionist Actions Committee. 
RESOLUTIONS ON JEWISH AGENCY AND POLITICAL SITUATION. 


The following are the resolutions adopted by the Actions Committee 
at the conclusion of its sittings: 


JEWISH AGENCY. 


“The Actions Committee, after hearing the reports of the Executive 
and the explanations delivered by the President of the Executive, 
declares that the principle that shall serve as a basis for all negotiations 
that are conducted between now and the Zionist Congress with repre- 
sentatives of non-Zionist Jewish circles concerning their participation in 
the direction of the work of Palestine restoration, shall be that the con. 
trolling organ of the Jewish Agency shall be responsible to a body 
representative of the Jewish people.” , 

“The Actions Committee resolves to elect from its midst five mem- 
bers, who, together with representatives of the Executive. shall form a 
Commission for the study of all problems connected with the question of 
the Jewish Agency and other questions of organisation. The Commission 
shall meet immediately after the sitting of the Actions Committee, and 
the result of its deliberations shall be communicated to the Executive 
and the members of the Actions Committee, and shall serve as material 
for the examination of the question of the Jewish Agency until the 
Congress.” 

The Commission appointed consists of Dr. Barth, Dr. Hantke, Dr. 
Jacobson, Dr. Katzenelsobn and Mr. Rubaschow. 


POLITICAL RESOLUTIONS. 


Resolution 1.—' In view of the important developments in the Nea. 
tast, which have led to the creation of Arab States aiming at the estab- 
lishment of a Confederation, the Actions Committee considers it necessary 
to place on record anew that it is the duty and the will of the Jewish 
people to take active part in the restoration of the Near Eastin peaceful 
collaboration with the peoples there domiciled. The Actions Committee 
gives expression to the confident expectation that in all treaties and 
measures affecting the region of the Near Last, the complete integrity of 
the Palestine Mandate will be guaranteed and the special position of 
Palestine as the country of the Jewish national home will be recognised. 
“The Actions Committee expects from the Executive that, at this 
important period, it will represent the interests of the Nationa! Home of 
the Jewish People in Palestine with particular attention and energy. 

“The Actions Committee gives expression to the expectation that all 
measures connected with the rearrangements in the Orient, which may 
directly or indirectly affect the economic development of Palestine or the 
interests of the Jewish National Home shall, before they take effect, be 
discussed, in accordance with the provisions of the Mandate, with the 
Zionist Organisation as the Jewish Agency.” 

Resolution 2...‘ After hearing the reports of the Executive as well as 
the reports from Palestine, the Actions Committee places on record that 
a number of justified demands and complaints of the Jewish population 
of Palestine, which have been submitted to the British Government and 
the Palestine Administration by the Zionist Executive, have hitherto not 
received any satisfactory settlement. The Actions Committee therefore 
repeats its demand that the make energetic representa. 
tions to the proper authorities with a view to securing a settlement of 
the aforementioned demands and complaints.” 


The Zionist Executive. 


DR. WEIZMANN AND MR. SOKOLOW. 


Dr. Weizmann is expected to reach London from America on 
Tuesday next. He will stay in England only about a week, and in 
consequence of the strain of the energetic and successful campaign he 
has conducted in America, he will then proceed for a holiday to the 
Continent, where he will remain until after the Zionist Congress at 
Carlsbad. 

Mr. Sokolow. who attended the recent meeting of the Actions Com- 
mittee at Berlin, has not yet fully recovered from the serious indisposi- 
tion with which he was confined to bed while in London. He has 
entered a sanatorium in Germany to undergo a cure, and will remain on 
the Continent until after the Zionist Congress.

Federation of Women Zionists. 


ANNUAL CONFERENCE, 


The fifth annual conference of the Federation of Women Zionists was 
held at the Midland Hotel, Manchester, on Tuesday of last week. 

Mra. Si! br, in her presidential addrese, said that the year’s work in 
Palestine showed good results. The Girls’ Hostel at Jeffa was now in 
working order, and the Infant Welfare Centre was making ¢xcellent 
progress. The next objective on their programme was the foundation of 
an Agricultural /arm School for Girls, for which a site had been provided 
by the Jewish National Fund at Nahalal. 

— L. HANDs proposed the adoption of the annual report, which was 
carried, 

Mrs. PAUL GOODMAN described the work of the Women’s Inter- 
national Zionist Organisation, both in Palestine and the Diaspora. Up. 
wards of eighty wirls had already been trained at the Hostel. Scarcely 
a day passed without fresh applications for admission to the Hostel 
being received. and constant testimony as to its excellent work had been 
borne by a numbcr cf visitors, includjpg Lady Samuel, Mrs. Philip 
Snowden, and the Governor of Jaffa. The New Zealand P ucket Iofant 
Welfare Centre had proved an invaluable boon to an ever increasing 
number of mothers and babies in Tel-Aviv and the neighbourhood. 
Mrs. Nathan, the |’resident of the New Zealand Women’s Zionist Society, 
formed a committee of Jewish ladies in Paris, who, emulating the 
example set by the Jaffa Centre, were about to open a similar one at 
Haifa, and would work in close co-operation with the Women's Inter- 
national Zionist Organisation. 

Mrs. WEIZMANN, in submitting the balance-sheet, stated that funds 
collected for general purposes during the past year amounted to £582; 
jewellery sold realised £18, and “ear-marked ” donations amounted to 
£1,744. The proceeds of the Million Half-Crown Appeal Fund were £258. 
The financial results achieved by the aMiliated societies of the lcderation 
of Women Zionists unfortunately left much to be desired. There had 
been a disappointing response to the Million Half-Crown Appeal, and she 
urged those present to redouble their efforts and do all they could to 
support the growing work. Large contributions had been received from 
Canada and South Africa. | 

Mrs. Irwell was prevented by ill-health from attending the Con- 
ference, but she sent a report on the Vienna Jewish Women’s Congress. 
Mrs. SIE F expressed her gratification atthe sym pathetic attitude towards 
Zionism evinced by the Congress in general. Miss HANDS reported on 
work done in connection with the movement for the amelioration of the 
legal position of Jewesses. 

Mesdames Adler, Brodetsky, Cohen, Harris, Karp, 8. J. Levy, Matz, 
Mendelsohn, Miss Weisberg, and other prominent workers in the provincia! 
centres also spoke. 

The following resolutions were submitted and adopted: 

1) That in future the Federation of Women Zionists’ Conference be he!) 
concurrently with that of the English Zionist Federation 

(2) That the Women’s Internatiouei Zionist Organ -sation shouldapply for 
direct representation at ( opgress. 

(3) That the Million Half-Crown Appeal Fund be ccntinued as a supple- 
mentary means of raising money towards the genera! purposes of the Jewel Fun. 

(4) That a special Propaganda land be created for the purpose of supplying 
speakers and issuing publications, towards which each afiiliated society of the 
Federation should annually contribute a sum of not less than two guineas, each 
member of the London Council one guinea, and provincial members and their 
proxies half-a-guinea.

Palestine Exploration Fund, 


ANNUAL MEETING. 


The anbual meeting of the Palestine Exploration Fund was held on 
Wednesday at Burlington House. Dr. HOGARTH, of Oxford University, 
presided. 

The CHAIRMAN announced that the Society was about to commence 
excavations on the site of the City of David. The Palestine Government 
had granted them a concession on a portion of the site, but had stipulated 
that £5,000 must be raised before work was commenced. ‘‘ith the 
assistance of the British Academy the Society had £2,000, and the 
remainder had been given by Mr. Charles Marston and Lord Burnham. 
They had obtained the services of Professor Macalister to conduct the 
operations, which would be under the best of auspices. 

Professor MACALISTER said that the area at the Society's disposal was 
aboutan acre. He could not ho!d out hopes of great finds. Inscriptions 
were extraordinarily rarein Palestine. Hedenied that the main objective 
of tho expedition was to discover the tomb of David. 

Dr. H. R. HALr. gave an address on Palestine at the period of 
the 18th Egyptian Dynasty. He said that some of the records 
raised doubts as to the date of the Exodus, in consequence of 
references to tribes in Palestine which might be identified with 
the Hebrews. ‘Thus in an inscription cf Sety I. discovered at Beth- 
shear. there was a reference to the “Aperin,” TheAperin were long ago 
identilied with the Hebrews, but of Jate years the identi!\cation had been 
vejected. If they were the Hebrews, their presence asa tribe of Palestine 
in the time of Sety I., nearly a century before Meneptah’'s day, was an 
argument against the postponement of the Exodi3 to 80 late as that 
King’s time, and in favour of some such earlier period as the > 
identification with the expulsion of the Hyksos would necessitate. 
If they supposed that they and the “Khbabiri " were identical with 
the Hebrews, their mention as slaves under Rameses II. would point to 
their having been captured in the wars of Sety I. and Nameses after 
their entry into the Promised Land.

Jews and Athletics, 


DINNER TO MR. HAROLD M. ABRAHAMS. 


On Wednesday, at the Holborn Restaurant, the Maccabeans gave a 
dinner in honour of Mr. Harold M. Abrahams, the well-known athlete and 
President of the Cambridge University Athletic Club. 

Mr. A. M. L. LANGDON, K.C., who presided, in proposing the toast of 
the evening, said that the Jews had a great athletic history. The 
greatest stayer was Methusaleh, who stayed for 969 years. (Laughter.) 
Then there was the forty years’ walking raco in the desert, when the 
Israelites did their training on manna witbout quailing and quails with. 
out manners. (Laughter.) The first aeronant was Elijah, and the first 
blazer was worn by Joseph. ‘Tbe Maccabeans themselves were not 
great athletes. He was not sure that he would make a great show 
against Joe Beckett, or that Lord Rothschild would willingly enter 
for a hurdle race. (Laugbter.) But they had their champions, 
There was Harry Lowis, who was a pioneer of the Jewish Athletic 
Association. And there was Herman Cohen, than whom no oné was 
better at point to point—in argument, while Mr. Solomon J. Solomon 
held the record for the long jump—from Kensington to the Royal 
Academy at one stride. To Mr. Abrahams the most important event in 
his life was probably when he made a 23 ft. 74 in. long jamp. (Cheers.) 
Yet there was a still more important event—his birth. There were 
many men who could run 100 yards and make long jumps, but it was 
exceptional to be elected President of the athletic club of one of our 
universities. He held many records. At the age of nine he won the 
Lotinga Cup at the L.A.C. sports. He had not yet won an all- England 
championship, but they expected him to win an Olympic championship. 
They hoped he would be equally successful in his career at the Bar. 

Mr, ABRAHAMS, in reply, said he was proud of the fact that he was 
the youngest member of the community to have been honoured by the 
Maccabeans. Athletics was the only calling in which one could hope to 
attain distinction before reaching middle age. He hoped he was regarded 
as typical of young Jewry of to-day. There was no reason why Jews 
should not now shine in athletics. It was only recently that dews had 
obtained equality in social life in this country. He feared that strict 
observance of Jewish religious laws, however, would debar one from 
obtaining distinction in athietics. He had gained all his Inter-Varsity 
successes on a Saturday. It was necessary to travel on tho Sabbath, 
and it was not possible to observe the dietary laws. He had met 
with very little anti-Semitism. Anti-Semitism was foroiga to tras 
sportsmen and all thinking people. He deprecated the proposal of a 
Jewish public school. Hehimself was at Repton. He thought he could 
best show his gratitude for the honour paid hins by winning some mors 
races in the near future, though he feared that banquet was a bad 
preparation. 

Mr. M. HYMAN ISAACS proposed the toast of “The Guests,” to which 
Mr. Fowler Dickson, of the Sportsman, and Mr. D. G. A. Lowe, who 
succeeded Mr. Abrahams as President of the Cambriige VU aiversity 
Athletic Club, responded. 


Mr. Harry R. LEWIS proposed the toast of “The Jewish Athictic 
Association.” 

Mr. FRANK MORLEY, in reply, referred to the part played by the 
Maccabeans in founding that body. 

Mr. H 58. Q. HENRIQUES, K.C., proposed the toast of “ The Chairman.” 
He recalled the dinner tendered to Mr. Langdon by Mr. Marcus, twenty 
years s¢o, when he “took silk,” and referred with regret to his retirement 
from the Bar. If there was no anti-Semitism at the Bar it was because 
of the fact that such men as Mr. Langdon had held prominent positions 
in that profession. 


The CHAIRMAN, in replying, said that the bost answer to anti- 
Semitism was by the conduct of every individual Jew. 


Jewish Friendly Societies. 
[By our own Correspondent.) 
In yesterday's Jewish World appear descriptions of the careers of 


. Bro. A. Kershaw and Bro. A. Ludlow, two young men of promise in the 


movement. Bro. Kershaw has been elected Grand President of the 
Order Achei Ameth, which has just held its annual conference. and Bro. 
Ludlow, who is the Chairman of the Friendly Societies’ Zionist Council, 
has been appointed Hon. Secretary of the English Zionist Federation. 

The interview with Mr. Eric B. Nathan, F.I.A., which appeared in 
the Jewish Chronicle for June Ist, has attracted considerable attention 
in Friendly Society circles, and some of the questions raised by the 
Actuary are under discussion. Statements by Bros. Joseph Smith and 
Elias Moss, Grand Master and Vice-Gran! Master respectively of the 
Grand Order of Israel, appear in yesterday's Jewish World, in which the 
question of co-operation between the Orders, to overcome the levy system 
condemned by Mr. Nathan, is discussed. Bro. Smith is very sceptical 
whether co-operation can be brought about. The actuarial position of 
the large Friendly Society organisations is attracting attention, and the 
major portion of the proceedings of the Order Achei Ameth conference 
was devoted to the future of the Death Endowment Fund. 

The Independent Order of B'nei Brith has held its annual conference, 
and no further progress seems to have been made towards the projected 
amalgamation between that Order and the Order of Ancient Maccabeans. 

The Order Achei Brith and Shield of Abraham recently helda meeting 
of ladies to meet many prominent workers associated with the Jewish 
Association for the Protection of Women and Girls. 

A meeting was recently held of the Central Financial Committee of 
the Association for valuation purposes, which is known as the Jewish 
Group. Messrs. M. Cash, Chairman, I. Solomons, Treasurer, and H. 8. 
Schildkraut, Hon. Secretary, are theofticers. When the Health Insurance 
Valuation Returns were distributed to the Jewish approved societies 
there was no uniform disposal of surpluses. It is generally agreed that 
uniform action should be taken at the next valuation, which will be as at 
December 31st, 1922. At this meeting the general principle was agreed 
to of maximum cash benefits and co-operation on other schemes. The 
Order Achei Brith has initiated a scheme of convalescent treatment for 
its own female insured members, and the question was considered of 
enlarging the scheme to embrace female insured members in the Group 
asawhole. A deputation consisting of Messrs. I. Solomons, B. A. Fersht, 
A. T. Taylor, and H. 8, Schildkraut has been arranged to meet the 


Minister of Health, in order to discuss the hest method of providing for 
this benefit.

“Eliza Comes to Stay” 

Eliza. ou ber first visit to London, made a fairly prolonged and 
wholly successfal stay. Toere seems to be no reason why her arrival at 
the Duke of York's on Thursday of last week should not be the prelude 
to another long and welcome visit. “Eliza Comes to Stay” is a light. 
hearted and amusing comedy. [lt would not b>» correct to say that 
ie is “dated” or even that it is hackneyed; for although the plot 
foes not show any striking originality, and the situation on which 
is is built op is as old as comedy itself, it is really a “ comedy 
situation.” and not merely a situation for the artificial creation 
of comedy. Miss Dorothy Minto, as Eliza, gives an excellent render- 
ing, and is almost unbelievably “homely” in the early scenes. 
Mr, Donald Calthrop is delightfally volatile as the harassed Hun. Sandy 
Verrall. Nr. Joha Deverell is amusing as the indispensable “ silly ass,” 
and Miss Naomi Jacob quietly effective asa matchmaking aunt. “Eliza” 
is preceded by “ Ha-Ha!” a one-act spiritualistic “thriller,” in which Mr. 
Donald Calthrop acted with much greater skill and intensity than that 
cather sillv play deserved. 


THE VARIETY STAGE. 


At tho Coliseum this week William Boland.and Company give the last 
weck of their season in the first act of “ Tannbiuaser.” Renéo Kelly and 
Company appear ia an amusing sketch, “ Likes and Dislikes,” in which, 
however, Miss Kelly's support is not too adequate. Gaston Palmer is an 
excellent juggling comedian. Other contributors to the programme are 
Finlay Daun, Mile. Lola Krasavina, a French dramatic singer, Bruce 
Bairnsfathcr in “ Old Bill and Me,” Harry Tate and Co. in “ Broadcasting,” 
and the Collegians, who present syncopated music with a maximum of 
syncopation and a minimum of the other commodity.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sin,—The reply to the criticism on the use of Yiddish as an 
educational medium, made at the prize distribution of the Dalston Talmnad 
Torah, is contained in your report of what I spoke at that fanction. 

The main grounds for justification were contained in the speech of 
Rabbi H. Rashbass, who spoke previously. Init he mentioned that in 
the first five classes, containing seventy-five per cent. of the pupils 
attending the Talmud Torah, the medium of instruction is English. The 
last three classes were formed as preparatory classes to the Yeshibal, in 
which institution Yiddish is the language used for teaching the Taimud. 
This being so, it remains for the lalmad Torah to introduce a system in 
these three classes which will harmonise with that of the Yeshibah. 

Perhaps it was the fact of this “defence” of Yiddish being 
delivered in a Yiddish speech, that was responsible for its not receiving 
the publicity it merited. 

I trust you will extend the hospitality of your esteemed journal! to 
find space for these few lines, and so rectify an important omission in 
your otherwise excellent report.

“1 DO NOT KNOW.” 


An interesting story was told by Sir James Murray, the famous 
editor of the great English lictionary. He had to be asking questions 
all day long in order to find out the exact meaning of various English 
words. He desired to know the origin of the name of a certain beetle. 
He wrote to one of the leading naturalists in England, asking for the 
information. The naturalist did not know, but he thought it was 
Greek. He did not like to confess his iguorance to Sir James Murray, 
so he wrote to a great Greek scholar asking for his assistance. This 
learned man also did not know. But he,in his tnrn, did not like to 
confess his ignorance to the naturalist. Ile bethought himself as to 
what he should do. Happy thought! If any man was likely to know 
the origin of a word it was Sir James Murray. So Sir James got his 
own question back afcer many days.

“A large number of Jewish 
boys,” he says, “study for professions, and it is surely advisable that 
they should go among as many people as possible, partly in order to 
see how the world goes on, and chiefly to get known themselves. I 
agree with the cousin who pointed out that we are now past the days 
of segregation of the Jew, and that we should mix with our fellow 
English men and women. Whilst I agree that a Jew (or Jeweas) 
should ‘ both publicly and privately uphold and promote the cause of 
Judaism,’ I do think that where it is possible to do so without failing 
in one’s Jewishness, Jewish people should be friendly with Christians. 
Surely, to a great extent, anti-Semitism is traceable to ignorance of 
Jewish people. If the Jew is on friendly terms with his neighbour, the 
neighbour will see that there is another side to us besides that shown
